A Worthy Society. 

The Hygiene and Emergency Society 
was organized in Newton during the la»t 
year as a branch of the Bed Cross Society. 
As its purposes are not yet well under- 
stood by our citizens generally, although 
allusiuu li.as been made to its work from 
time to time in this paper, it may be well 
to give again a brief summary of wbat it 
is trying to do iu our city. 

First of all it seeks to spread informa- 
tion as tiie couditions uuder wliich tiie 
health of the cominuuity m.ay be pre- 
served. lienee its interest in sewerage, 
house sauitatioii, and iu all matters 
touching these and like important sub- 
jects. 

Second, it aims t<» give popular instruc- 
tion as to the best tilings to do in times 
of accident and sudden illness, t’ourses. 
t)f lectures by some of our best physicians 
are now in progress, ami classes for iii- 
struciion will be formed from time U> 
time wherever requested. 

'Fliird, it aims to spread iiiforinatioa 
among housekeepers auil otiiers as to the 
most a)iproved modes of taking care of 
the sick at home. Iu the course of a few 
weeks a class of lailies for tins purpoeo 
will meet for iiistiuetioii at the llospiuil 
uuder the charge of the accomplisheil 
M ifroii, .AIiss Peters. 

Fourth, it intends holding meetings 
from time to time to consider i)uestit>us 
relating to the health and well being ot 
tin* city. Oue such meeting iu the in- 
terests of the sewerage of the city has 
been held, aud another to stmiy htoise 
saiiitaiiou is being prepared f.»r. .After 
awhile it Impes t«> take up otliei topics 
such as playgrouuds, gymiiasiuios, 
aduUoratioii of foods, the origin of 
diseases, etc.

The Toadinst of (W pastes of reei>rd8 by 
City t'lerk KiiiRsbury occupied the time 
for about half an hour. precodinR the 
transaction of routine business. 

An order from the common council 
was t4abled which provided for an amend- 
ment to the rules aud orders of the board 
adding to the committee on police, now 
consisting of the mayor and two alder- 
men, the president of the common 
council. 

An order olTercd by Alderman Coffin, 
providing for an appropriation of 
to bo added to the new Clatlin school i 
house appro^uiation, and to bo taken 
from any unexpended balances or next 
year's taxes, was passed, after some ex- 
planation, by a nay and yea vote, 5 voting , 
in the affirmative; 2 absent. Alderman 
Coffin stated that the amount of the 
original appropriation was insufficient to 
cover the cost of the building with other 
necessary expenditures for removing the : 
old building and the boating and lighting 
apparatus for the new building. i 

Michael Lane was granted a permit to 
erect a wooden building, 20x2r), for store 
purposes on Watertown street. Permits 
were also granted to Lyman F. Uoss to 
erect a private stable, 18x20 with L 17x10, 
on Walnut street, Ward 5, and to Sarah 
■•F. Davis to erect a wooden stable, 25x;30» 
ou Alpine street, Ward 3. 

A petition presented by Alderman 
Harbacb for concrete street crossings at 
Newton Highland) was referred to the 
vcommittee on highways. 

An order offered by Alderman Harbacb 
was adopted authorizing the transfer of 
$000 from the appropriation for curbing 
to that of drains and culverts. 4 

Alderman Harbacb moved the recon- 
sideration of the action of the board, 
whereby the ordinance relating to* sewer- 
age and sewer assessmouts, incorporating 
the report and plans of the sewerage 
committee, was passed to be enrolled. 

Alderman Harbach’s motion brought 
Alderman Fenno to bis feet in remon- 
strance. I gave notice, said Alderman 
Fenno, when I voted at the preceding 
meeting for the passage of the sewerage 
ordinance to be enrolled, that I should 
move its reconsideration at the next 
regular meeting of the board, Monday, 
Dec. 29. It seems to me, therefore, 
added Alderman Fenno, that common 
ocrartesy would suggest the propriety of 
■delaying any further action on this 
ordinance matter until that time! I 
think that the motion made by the alder- 
man from Ward 6, calling for a recon- 
sideration to-night, is ill advised, to say 
the least. 

Alderman Bond— I hope that the mo- 
tion will be withdrawn in order that the 
member of the board from Ward 2 may 
ihave an opportunity to move the recon- 
sideration of the ordinance Monday even- 
•ing, as be voted for it in the expectation 
of moving its reconsideration at that 
time. 

Alderman Coffin asked to bave that 
wart of the records read iv ucerning 
Alderman Fenno's statement relative to 
‘vxnoviug for a reconsideration.

The seweiage oiditiauce came up for 
ar.Uoii, aud (.'ouuoilinau Hull read a coiii- 
nauuicatioii fioin Mr. Johu '1'. J/ingford, 
alyliijg the method of assessment as the 
moMt unjust and inequitable that could J 
be devis^ for the city of Newton, and 
^kiug that so much of the ordiuauce us j 


related to assessmeids he laid over to 
see if a more just and equitable system 
could not he devised. There was no 
need for haste, and people hail not had 
, time to analyze the measure, and he 
doubted it the members of the etly conn* 
cil had. Ho asked why such an lmp»n - 
fant m ittei had*' at been presented earlier 
in the year, instead of being held back to 
the last few weeks of the yc.ar, and then 
hastily rushed through. Such a practice 
opened the door to corruption. Unde,, 
the propiiseii system vacant land pays a^ 
nineh as improved l.ind, and ho gave 
some striking examples of the inciptal- 
ity as follows:

Mr. Langford’s communication closed 
by asking what equality there was in such 
assessments as these, and ho could have 
made the case still stronger by taking 
any largo lot of vacant land. 

Councilman Mead said bo hoped the 
mcasnro would not go through. Kvery 
one favored sewerage, and wanted it as 
soon as possible. But pustponiug this 
matter would not postpone sewerage, aud 
although the committee’s plan might be 
the best, there was a strung feeling 
against it, and we should allow more 
time to talk it over. 

Councilman Forknall said no good rea- 
son had been presented why it should 
not go through, and if thcro was any 
need of amondment, it could bo amended 
next year. 

Councilman Hall said ho hoped itw'ould 
not pass, it was open to such grave criti- 
cism, and did such rank injustice to so 
manv citizens. The wealthy men wont 
minfi, but the poor men who owned their 
homes would snfTer heavily. One alder- 
man said that an assessment of $108 
would be no hardship on the poor, but 
any poor man could testify ditTorently. 
As for the 00 cities that had sow’crage, 13 
pay out of a general assessment on the 
city, 15 assess on the property owners, 
and :39 assess some part on the citizens. 

It was nut a unanimous thing, every city 
has a dilTereut method, amt there is no 
reason for rushing this through before we 
find out if a better method may not be 
devised. If not, then this can ho passed 
and it will reflect all the more credit on 
the committee. No harm can come of 
laying over till next year, as 4 of the 
sewer committee come back, aud all but 
one alderman and seven oouucilmen. We 
heard nothing of this till Deo. 8t.b, and 
the new board in three weeks will bo just 
as fully informed as we are. 

Councilman Dutch said he had asked 
about a hundred men who had criticized 
the method to give some better plan, and 
not one liad a plan. Men ongut not to 
criticize a plan unless they can otter a 
better. He thought it should be passed 
at once. 

Councilman Churchill read a very 
strong communication from ex-AIdermau 
Samuel L. Powers, giving some svrious 
objections to the plan. It assumes that 
all land will be equally benefited, but an 
abbuttur could not be taxed mure than 
the bonelit amounted to. If the value 
of business blocks were doubled and the 
land made to be woith $4 instead of $2 a 
foot, and land on Sargent street made 
worth 40 cents instead of 20, where was 
the equality of assessing both alike. The 
system w. s an unjust and absurdly ridi- 
culous one, and totally disregarded the 
rights of 1 uid owners. There would be 
nothing lost by a little delay. 

Councilman Hall said he thought Mr. 
Powers was right. Mr. Dutch said no 
one proposed a better plan, why did not 
the committee adopt the system followed 
in Malden, where the expense was met by 
a general assessment. Some of his fellow’ 
members thought it would not cmbarra.ss 
a poor man t«) r.iise an assessment of $108. 
Where could he get that money, unless 
he mortgaged his place. It was said that 
there was an order drawn up to petition 
the legislamre for power to extend the 
payments over 5 years, but that it would 
not he presented unless this measure was 
rushed through. 

Councilman Dutch said if a poor man 
owned a house he could easily raise 
enough to nay an assessment. 

C’oaiK'ilman Forknall said great stress 
was laid on the pour man, but the rich 
iiMii ought nut to pay more th in the puoi 
man tor the same thing. 

Councilman Mead said the member 
from Ward One did not take in the whole 
case. By the poor man was meant the 
man of moderate means, who represent- 
ed the great maj nity of .Newton uitizeiis, 
Hucli an assessment would compel him to 
practice severe eemnomy. Why not take 
the plan of a bonded system, as they 
have in .Malden, a city situated a good 
deal like Newton, and run it like our j 
water system. 

Councilman histabrook said the com- 
mittee had worked over the matter care- 
fully, and the assessment on any small 
lot would not he over $159, and the inter- 
est on that would he less than the ex- 
peiiKu of cleaning eesspiMtls. .Many other 
eiiies have the surface diaiiiago and sew- 
erage comhiiieil, hut we separate them. 
The siirf.iee drainage costs us $’20,000 a 
year, w hich re|>reHeiits i capital of $500,- 
iKM), and the yearly expenses of the sewer 
system will repic.sent a capital of $.500,- 
000 more. That is charged upon tlie 
city. 

(.'oiincilmaii Bates said he should vote 
lo HiMpeiid the rules and pass the matter 
at once. 'I'lie plan is siihstaiitially cor 
reel. To put any part on the lax rate 
would he a damage to the city. If any 
more liglit is gamed the onlinance can he 
amended. 

Councilman Kstahruok sai l Mr. Lang- 
ford’s tigiiies represented extreme cases. 

'I'he yeas and nays were called for ami 
Messrs. Churchill. Hall, Luke and Mead 1 
voted against tuspeiidiiig the rules, to | 
give a second reading, and the matter 
went over to tlie next meeting.

The special committee appointed by 
this hoard, under order passeil, Nov. 2-i. 
IJ^OO, to examine into ami report upon the 
Workings of the I’olice Signal System, in 
addition to their report of Dec. 8 hi.st, 
submit the following: that having re- 
ceived keys to the signal boxes, wo have 
made individual tests, at dilTeront times 
during the last week, and on Christmas 
day pulled a variety of signals from l.l 
difTeront boxes, viz: 4tl, 51, 5:{ and 50, on 
circuit 1 ; 02 and 05 on circuit 2; 13, 14, 21, 
72 and 74 on circuit 3, and 23 and 25 on 
circuit 4, including telephone, duty calls, 
slow and fast wagon calls and amhnlance, 
hotng an average of throe calls to every 
box; in no case was there any failure on 
the part of any call to properly register 
in the central office, and your committee 
were ontirelv satisllcd with the result of 
the tost. BiB, upon the suggestion of 
the committee from tho board of alder- 
men, made a night test, .Saturday, Dec. 
27, at which time seven boxes were 
pulled, viz: 53 and 50 on circuit l;02on 
circuit 2, and 12,14 and 72 on circuit 3, 
with an average of four calls to a box. 
At this test there was no failure on duty 
or wagon call8,(fa8t or slow.) and on tolc- 
phoncs thcro iv-is no cause for complaint, 
except on box 72, w hen thollrst telephone 
call registered properly, but failed t(* 
ring tho boll in tho central office. A 
second call, however, within a minute’s 
time, correctly registered and also rung 
tho boll, 'riiercfore out of 07 calls, there 
was but one failure and that only partial. 
With this showing, your committoo are 
of tho opinion that tho present Police 
Signal System is a good ono, and would 
make a unanimous report in its favor.

President Hyilo said it was his pleasant 
duty on Christmas day to do most of tho 
pulling, and ho was like tho policemen in 
having had but little instruction as to 
how to pull, 'riio aldermen had suggest- 
ed that we ought to make an evening 
test, and so wo wont out S.iturday evening, 
after tho most violent storm of tho win- 
ter. 'The wires wore in as bad condition 
as they could be, and tho citizen’s key 
was used on every box. Tho time stamp 
and the clock were all right on more 
than 00 calls, and there was a partial 
failure on only one call, 'riiis was a 
pretty good showing, for such a time. 

Councilman Mead said tho failure of 
the bell to ring was ou account of an im- 
proper ground in that particular box. It 
was a remarkable record that out of 170 
calls pulled in within 24 hours, only one 
was not an entire success. 

President Hyde said tho boxes ought 
to be removed from the telephone poles, 
on account of tho vibration, and the box 
on Adams street should have its wires 
either raised or lowered to got them away 
from the electric light wires. 

'Phe committee w’ere then discharged. 
An order was passed, appropriating 
the $200 paid by Dr. Crehore for improve- 
ments ou Washington street, Lower Falls, 
aud adding it to highway appropriation. 

Councilman Hall moved that when the 
board adjourn it be to Jan. 5, at 2 p. m. 

Councilman Uoffo amended to Dec. 31 
at 7.15. 

Councilman Hall asked why that date 
was sot. 

Councilman Forknall said for no special 
reason, but because something iiufor- 
seen miglit occur. 

An adjournment was then voted to 
Wednesday evening. 


WEDNESDAY XIGHF S SESSION. 

THE SKWEUAOE OltDI.NAXCE PASSED FO 
IlK OltDAI.NED. 

A special meeting of both branches of 
the city government was hold Wednesday 
evening in tho City Hall. 

In the Bonid of Aideiman $S>U0 was 
transferred from the appropriation for 
curbing, and $200 from the appropriation 
for land damages and added to that of 
tho appropriation for highway general 
repairs. 

'I’he sum of $*29,000 was appropriated 
and charged to tho water construction 
account for laying of water pipes in Oak 
Hill district without the usual guarantee 
and the water board authorized to pur- 
chase new water pipes and special cast- 
ings at an expense not to exceed $13,000. 

'I’Uo report of the city treasurer was 
received and accepted. 'I'lio balance in 
the treasury was $11,703.27. 

In the cominoii council several peti- 
tions were presented remonstrating 
against tho passage of the sewerage or- 
dinance, and after a lengthy disciissiun 
the urdi nance was passed to ho enrolled 
by a vote of 8 toll, and to be ordained by 
a vote of 9 to 4. 

'fho sewerage ordinance then came up 
for concurrence in the hoard of aider- 
men, and the committee on enrolled or- 
dinance.s, through .Alderinin Coffin, 
recominended the passage of the order. \ 

Alderinan Fenno objected on the 
ground that it could not be called a re- 
port of the majority of the coininittue,as 
only one member had signed it, and the 
mayor ruled that his )•oint was well 
taken. 

.A recess was called, during which a 
visit was made to Alderman llamhlen, 
who was unable to be present, and the 
report came hack with his signature; the 
board reassembled and passed the sewer- 
age urdinunce in concurience.

ALL ABOUT WOOL. 


NOT AN INFANT INDUHTIIY. 


[Extract from a npeech hy Senator Allinon of 
Iowa in the IT. S, Senate, March 1870.] 

“I alliulo to tho wool tariff, a law tho 
effect of which has been materially to in- 
jure the sheep husbandry of this country. 
In a sinfflo county in the State of Iowa, 
between 18(17 and 1800, tho number of 
sheep was reduced from 22,000 to 18,000 
in two years; hml what is true of that 
county is true of other counties in Jown, 
and during tiiat time tho price of wool 
has boon constantly depreciated. 

♦ * As tho law now is, the tariff up- 
on fine wools of a character not produced 
in this country is 100 per cent in their 
cost. * • Doforo tho tariff of 1807, our 
manufacturers of fl o ffoods mixed foreiKU 
fine wools with our domestic product, 
and were tiius able to compote success- 
fully with the foroii;n manufactures of 
similar wools. But bcini; prohibited 
from importing this class of wools, these 
fine ffoods cannot now bo produced in 
this country as cheaply ns they can bo 
imported. Consequoiilly mills that were 
formerly engaged in producing these 
goods have been compeiied to abandon 
business or manufacture the ci arsor fab- 
rics, If they couid afford to manufac- 
ture these line goods, they would make 
a market, which wo do not now have, for 
our line wools to bo mixed with other 
fine wools of a different character from 
abroad. Tho want of a maikct as I un- 
derstand it is Ihe reason why our line 
wools now command so low a price.” 

ONEHK.SULTOF Ol'li TAHIl'F ON WOOLS. 

Of all countries of tho world, the Unit- 
ed .States uses the greatest amount of 
duo woolen goods. This is demonstrat- 
ed by tho fact that of into \vo have import- 
ed per annum some forty- live million 
dollars worth of woolen goods, mainly 
of finer cloths. Our capitalists are the 
most enterprising, our machinists tho 
most skillful, our labor most intelligent. 
And yet, of all the world this is the one 
country that does not and cannot manu- 
facture fine woolen goods, and it is tho 
one country winch is the largest customer 
for the French, German and English 
manufacturers. In short, tho positive 
evils of our legislation are such, that 
not merely what should be our homo 
market for Amcricau wools is lessened 
by tho fact that a groat portion of varie- 
ties of wool manufacturing cannot be 
advantageously carried on bere, but the 
manufacture of the very grades of goods 
of which wo are the most extensive 
consumers in the world hai boi u taken 
away from our manufacturers and given 
to foreign establishments. 

HOW IT AFFECTS THE FARMER. 

The Farmer gets no more for his wool, 
but he does pay a much larger price for 
his cloth. 

IT DISCRIMINATES A«AINBTTIIE POOR. 

The McKinley Tariff bill puts the low- 
est rate of duty on the most expensive 
and the highest rate of duty on the least 
expensive goods. Tims on West of Eng- 
land broadcloth, worth $.'1.00 per yard in 
Leeds, the specific duty is 44 cents per 
pound and atl valorem duty 50 per cent, 
making a total duty of 02.0 per cent, on 
tho value at the factory. This is on a 
high grade of goods. Cotton-warp rever- 
sible cloth, made in imitation of a better 
kind, is worth but 45 cents peryaidat 
the factoiy. The specific duty is 33 cents 
per pound, the ad valorem duty is 40 per 
cent., but the specific duty and the ad 
valorem duty together made the rate on 
the price at tho factory 100.5 percent. 
That is to say, the cheaper the goods at 
tho factory the greater is the proportion- 
al increment of dut>. 

Eighty-live per cent, of tho women and 
children of the country, in fact all the 
laboring classes, wear more or less of 
worsted and cotton dress goods. Here 
again tho highest tax is on the lowest- 
priced goods. As the price increases tho 
tax decreases step by step. The goods 
of the very poorest classes are taxed 100 

1 )Cr cent, more than are tho goods worn 
)y the rich. This discrimination against 
the poor and in favor of the rich is pre- 
served in all tho schedules imposing 
duties on wearing apparel, except that 
there is a uniform tax of 00 per cent, on 
all classes of silk ready made goods. 

IT DISCRIMINATES AGAINST AMERICAN 
L Alton. 

The following table will show how tho 
present tariff' law operates in the. woolen 
industry, leaving out fractions of per 
cents: 

Kate of duty on the yarn re- 
quired to make one yard of 
cloth, 105 per cent. 

Kate of duty on tho cloth, 01 per cent. 

Kate on ready-made garments 
for ladies and children, 82 per cent. 

Kate of duty on ready- made 
clothing, 85 per cent. 

Ilere, then is a direct discrimination 
of above 30 per cent, against all the labor 
engaged, from the yarn spinners up, the 
weaver, tho d 3 'er, the finisher, the cutter 
and tailor. 

Under the Mills bill the duties would 
be as follows: 

On yarn, 40 per cent., 31 cents per pound. 
On cloth, 40 per cent., 40 cents per pound. 
On ready-made wearing apparel, for 
ladies and children, 45 per cent., 73 
cents per pound. 

On ready-made clothing, 45 per cent., 0-1 
cents per pound. 

That is to say, tho Mills bill imposes the 
highestduty on tho goods which involved 
the greatest per cent, of Ameiican labor. 
IT HAS DECREASED OUR WOOL CLIP. 

The high tariff of 1807 was followed in 
ton years by the decrease of the wool 
clip in the States east of the Mississippi 
from 140,(XK),000 to 120,(XJ0,U()0 pounds. 
Tho comparatively small inoreaso of the 
clip of the whole country was owing to 
tho opening of the territories to sheep 
husbandry. The total number of sheep 
in Ohio, Michigan, I'ennsylvania, New 
York, Indiana, lllinids, Wisconsin and 
Iowa was 2t),87b,222 in 1807; in 1878, after 
tun years of high tariff' it was 12,803,000, 
and in 1888, after five years of a soinu- 
what lower tariff', it was 1 2,80:1, 60:{. Gur 
im))orts of raw’ wool, woolen waste and 
wool in manufactured articles has in- 
creased from 51, 000, CHM) pounds in 1807 to 
71,000,000 pounds in 1880.

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Kmortoiicy Notes. 

I)r. .\gnew of IMiiladelphia says, 
‘•Every surgeon knows full well that in 
many cases of injurv I ho crisis is reached 
before the patient arrives at tho hospital 
gate, and tho lick of instructed aid at 
first often turns the table against him.” 
It is tho aim of tho Hygiene and Emer- 
gency Society of this city to popularize 
instruction ns to first help in sudden 
sickness and injury. For this purpose It 
has arranged its courses of loctiircs and 
its classes, and makes use of tho columns 
of this paper. 

Tho following suggestions are taken 
mainly from an admirable volume hy Dr. 
Jerome Walker, published in 1884 by A. 
Lovell A’ Co., Now York. 

1. Do not crowd around an injured 

E erson unless you can be of service to 
im. A space of ten feet on each side 
should bo kept entirely cloai of all 
except those who are really doing some- 
thing for him. 

2. Do not argue with others about the 
best way of helping him, and do not be 
in too great a hurry. Keep perfectly 
cool, an j if von cannot do anything else 
help those who are ready to help, and 
Avho seem to know something. 

3. Do nut conclude that life is extinct 
If the patient is uncunscions. Try to 
restore w’aimth by gentle friction, or 
with hot water bottles or blankets, and 
when the patient is able to swallow try 
some suitable stimulant such as a few 
drops of ammonia in water. 

4. Do not get frightened at the sight 
of blood. Even copious bleeding may 
not indicate anything serious. If the 
bleeding continues it may usually be 
chocked by oompressing the part beyond 
it. 

5. Handle the person genHy, especially 
if lie has fallen to the ground. In case 
of broken bones use the utmost caution 
in moving tho broken member. 

0. If the patient has to he carried you 
will do it much more easily ami with less 
pain to him if yon extemporize a 
stretcher. This can be dime out of a 
ladder or a window sliutter, if nothing 
better is at hand. In lifting him there 
•should bo three persons, two for tho 
body and one for the injured part. 

7. When you are ready to move send 
one on in advance to have a bed made 
ready at his borne or where you may ho 
taking him — so that there will be no con- 
fusion when ho reaches there. 

8. It is usually advisable to cover the 
face of tho person with a handkerchief 
or something like it if he is to be carried 
through tho streets, to keep oft' tho glare 
of tho sun and the gaze of the curious. 

0. Above all else seek Iho help of 
some competent doctor as rapidly as 
possible. Tlio best you can do is to 
prepare the way for the doctor, and then 
turn the patient over to his care.

THE OLD AND THE NEW. 


The close of the year marks the close 
of the term of the present city povern- 
uneiit, although the formal turning over 
of the offices does not take place until 
next Monday afternoon, when the iuaug- 
onation ceremonies will be held in City 
Hall. Mayor Burr then retires fi^m the 
liead of the city government, which 
lie has held for two years and becomes 
4 tgain a plain citizen. During those two 
years many important (luostions have 
t)Ocn decided, and the mayor has had a 
marked impression on all legislation. 
He has shown himself to be possessed of 
:a strong personality, and his iulluence 
lias been felt in all the departments. 
Hike all officials who amount to anything. 
Mayor Burr has been criticized, but he 
lias never weakened under any difference 
of opinion, and bo has been, if anything, 
too little inclined to court public favor,or 
to allow it to interfere with the course 
lie had decided upon. Even his oppo- 
aents will admit that he has given the 
city a strong administration, which com- 
pares not unfavorably with those of his 
predecessors. 

Three aldermen retire also, Alderman 
Peitee, who has been President of the 
board almost since Newton became a 
city, and whoso genial presence and 
s'eady wit has enlivened many a dull de- 
bate.* He has served with honor to him- 
self and to his constituents, and has al- 
"ways been one of the chief members at 
the board, no matter who else was pres- 
euL His readiness in debate and his 
tolerance of any form of opposition, al’ 
uvays taking a result good-naturedly, 
whether he won or lost, has made warm 
{friends of all his associates, and ho will 
bo gieatly missed the coming year. 

The next retiring alderman in point of 
years of service is Alderman Johnson, 
who represents a type of men needed in 
public office, men wlio look upon public 
business in the same light that they 
vdo on their private business, and believe 
that the same principles and economy 
should prevail in the former as in the | 
flatter. He dislikes to speak in public, | 
but when the occasion calls for it he is j 
•one of the most effective speakers in the ; 
board. , I 

Alderman Hamblen entered upon his 
wJuties in the middle of the year, when

'riio ordinance relating to Rowerage 
' asseuRmentR has been foteed thr«Migh 
both branehes of the I'ity Council, in 
I spite of the general opposition from cili- 
I zens, and tlio strong opposition from a 
minority of both branehes. It is difficult 
to find a reason for such hasty action, 
for as far as (ho general public can sec 
there was no po.'^sible objection to laying 
, the matter of assessments over until 
I next year, until it could bo discussed in 
' all its bearings, and the people convinced 
that the plan pr'opo.sod by the committee 
is the best plan for Newton. 

A matter that involves two millions of 
I dollars is of importance enough to call 
for serious deliberation, and the commn- 
I nicatious of Mr. John T. Langford and 
I Mr. Namnol L. Powers contained such 
, seemingly strong objections ,to the plan 
I that it is a matter of surprise that the 
i sewerage committee did not feel called 
I upon to explain away these objections, i 
if that could be done, before procueding 
further. TIk^^- may bo fully satisfied in 
their own minds, but tliey should remom- 
her that it is of importance to satisfy the 
I people also. In neitlier branch was there 
, any attempt to meet the objections of 
Mr. Langford or of Mr. Powers. We 
j published Mr. Langford’s first letter and 
I would have been glad to have published 
a reply to it from the chairman of the 
I committoe, but instead of replying bo 
’ has given notice that bo does not intend 
I to read the Graphic in future. Such 
i a policy is unwise, wo think, as no mem- 
ber of the city government can afford 
■ not to read both the local papers, and 
j some member of the committee should 
j certainly feel it imperative to reply to 
; the letters of Messrs. Langford and Pow- 
ers. If they are not answered the public 
will infer that it is because they cannot 
be, which would bo very unfortunate. 

The great mistake of the committee was 
in trying to force the matter through 
without explanations or the sotting forth 
of the paramount advantages of their 
plan over any other that could bo de- 
vised. They must have been convinced 
that theirs was the best plan, and they 
must have had reasons for their belief. 
The people are quite ready to believe 
that the committee intended to choose 
the best, but they would also like to bo 
convinced that the committee underatood 
the effect of their plan in all its bearings 
and could successfully meet all objections. 
In Newton, fortunately or unfortunately, 
it is not enough that any man shall say, 
“this is the best plan, and you must ac- 
cept it because I say so.” Every other 
citizen thinks himself perfectly compe- 
tent to judge, and has sufficient confi- 
dence in bis own intelligence to believe 
that he can understand and appreciate 
arguments in favor of any plan, and 
therefore he does not like to see the 
arguments omitted. There is no need 
of employing the methods of Speaker 
Reed in our City Council. 

Had the metropolitan sewer been ready 
for Newton to enter next month, there 
would have been some excuse for rail- 
roading the matter through jn three 
weeks time, but as no assessments can 
be laid within twelve months at least, it 
is difficult to see any reason for such 
anxiety to dnish up the matter this year, 
and if any good reason exists, it has not 
yet been made public. Some of the com- 
mittee say that if there are any defects 
discovered, the ordinance can be amend- 
ed next year, but would it not have been 
better to have demonstrated that no de- 
fects existed, before passing the ordi- 
nance.

I interests of the party and under his 
nianagement successful campaigns have 
been the result. Ills work on the State 
Committee will take all the time he 
cares to devote to politics. His course 
I in relative to the post offices at Newton- 
villo and Newton, urging reappointments 
in both in.Htances, meets the approval of 
the majority of citizens of all parties, 
as people arc fast coming to favor civil 
service [reform and divorcing the offices 
from politics. His efforts in co-operation 
with Postmaster Morgan for free delivery 
will always be remembered. He goes 
out of office with a good record. The 
names mentioned for his successor are 
Messrs. James T. Allen and Robert 11. 
Gardiner, the latter of whom was chair- 
man of the committoe of seventy who 
managed the last city campaign. Mr. 
Coffin is one of the very few members 
of the Republican state committoe who 
wore noticed with commendation, in a 
review in the Boston Herald the other 
day, and the Boston Post is authority 
for the statement that he is prominently 
spoken of as chairman of the state oxecii- 
tivo committee. 


The conference of some twenty-four 
Republicans .at the Tremont House, last 
Saturday, aroused a good deal of interest 
as the Republicans of Massachusetts do 
not take kindly to defeat and would like 
to see some policy inaugurated that 
would change the ptesent aspect of 
things. Mr. E. \V. Burdett, who managed 
Mr. Crapo’s candidacy, and who is one 
of the shrewdest young Republican 
leaders, had in an interview in the Boston 
Post spoken very plainly about the 
causes of defeat, and said that the 
trouble was that the Republican party 
bad got out of touch with tlie people and 
that the Massachusetts Congressmen liad 
refused to look after the interests of 
their own state. From this it was ex- 
pected that tite conference would make a 
radical departure, in its recoiuruenda- 
tioMs. But from all the reports, the con- 
ference was taken possession of by Con- 
gressman Lodge, who said tlmt the cause 
of defeat was because the people did not 
understand the McKiidoy bill, from which 
it appears that the people of his district 
especially must be very dense, or else 
that Mr. L-jdge is not a success as a 
teacher. The outcome of the meeting 
was tlie appointment of a sub committee 
to see about the formation of a state 
Republican Club, something after the 
pattern of the Young Men’s Deiuocratio 
Club, which shall attraid young men to 
the Republican party. There are hosts 
of Republicans wlio would like to see the 
party in this state take a more progres- 
sive stand, and they do not care whether 
the young meu or the old men are put 
forwaid, as they are not seekers after 
office. They only want to see the best 
men put iu command and the self- 
seekers, and the men who are in politics 
for the sake of some office, or what they 
can get out of it, sent to the rear. Mr. 
Burdett seems to represent the class of 
young men whose views ought to be 
listened to and whose advice should be 
followed. 


In another column a correspondent 
calls attention to the coming choice of a 
secretary by the school board. It has 
been decided, we understand, not to 
combine the office of superintendent and 
secretary, for reasons some of which our 
correspondent points out. He thinks 
that some member of the board should 
be chosen secretary, as that officer has 
to purchase all the books and supplies 
for the schools, disbursing some i$12,(X)0 
yearly, and as this is an important part 
of the secretary’s duties, a member of 
the board could discharge it better than 
any one not a member, as he would know 
just what was needed. Our correspon- 
dent presents some strong arguments, but 
the board has had for the past four 
months or more a very efficient secretary, 
in one of its members, Mr. A. L. Har- 
wood, whose experience for so many 
years as master of the Mason school is 
thus made available for the benefit of the 
school board. The fueling of the school 
board seems to bo in favor of retaining 
him in this very responsible position, if 
ho can bo induced to accept the office. 
The board will certainly be fortunate H 
it can secure the services of Mr. Har- 
wood as secretary, as his experience will 
bo worth a good deal to the city in the 
purchase of supplies and other matters, 
and there does not seem to bo any possi- 
ble objections to combining the position 
of member of board and secretary. 


C’oNOitKSSMAN Candleu is following 
his convictions in opposing the shipping 
subsidy bill, and had he followed this 
course at the previous session of Congress 
ho would have boon re-elected. Mr. 
Candler, as an oxperiunced morciiant of 
Boston, knows that it is worse than 
foolish to tax ourselves for tho benefit of 
steamship companies, and his advocacy 
of free ships shows that he realizes what 
did more than anything else to destroy 
American shipping. There were no sub- 
sidies in tho days when American ships 
were found in every part of the world, 
and there weie no McKinley bills 
cither.

Skction 1. The word "Drain" when used tn 
the ordinances and orders sli til be construed to 
mean a pipe or conduit for the coLveysnee of 
storm or surface water, and the word "Sewer,’ 
when so used, shall he construed to mean a pipe 
or conduit, for the cotiveyance of house sewage 
and ground or enb.soil water only. 

Skot. 2. All common sewers, ordered by the 
City (/ouiicll to be made, shall be built and kept 
In repair under llio direction of the joint stand- 
ing Gimmlttoe on Sewers, and all drains so 
ordered, slmll be built and kept in repair, under 
tbe direction of the Committee on Highw.iy8. 

Sect. 3. Tbe City Engineer, sb til, under the 
direction of the Coiumittoe on Sewers, have the, 
general 8ui>erintendence of all common sewers, 
built or owned by tlie City, and of all connec- 
tions of private sewers built under the prorisious 
of this ordinance, and the inspection thereof. 

He shall make plans aud profiles of all main 
drains and common sewers, built under tbe 
direction cf the Committee on Highways and the 
Com nittee on Sewers, showing their location 
with reference to other drains and sewers and tbe 
street lines, and showing tbe location of all 
private drains or private sewers entering them; 
which plans and profiles shall be filed In the 
office of the City Clerk; and alter being so filed, 
shall be deposited in the office of tbe City Engi- 
neer, which shall be deemed a part of the office 
of the City Clerk, for the keeping of said plans. 

He shall keep and whenever requested, report 
to either branch of the City Council, an acenrate 
account of the cost and all other expenses upon 
each main drain and common sewer; and he 
shall annually, in January, submit a report of all 
work performed during the year, ending on tbe 
last day of December preceding, aud the amount 
of all expenditures from the appropriation for 
sewera. 

Sect. 4. Whenever any street shall bs opened 
for laying or repairing water or gas piiies, or for 
any other purposes, tbe woik shall lie executed 
8 > as not to obstruct the course, ctpacity or coo. 
struction of a main drain or common sewer; and 
whenever pipes for that purpose, dT any work of 
construction, shall be found to exist in such loca- 
tion so as to interfere with the main drain or 
common sewer, the corporation, company or 
person having ebarg.) of, or maintaining the 
same, shall, on notice, at once remove, cliange or 
alter such pipe, iu mch manner as the ‘City 
Engineer shall direct, and if they neglect or 
refuse so to do, said City Engineer mav make 
tuoh removal, change or alterations, and the cost 
of the same shall be paid by the said corporation, 
company or person. 

Sect. .5. The wliole of tbe average cost «»f tlie 
system of sowers .(already determined ami found 
to equal Two dollars and fifty-six cents per run' 
ning foot) shall be assessed according tn law, 
provided that nolestate: shall be assess,-d until it 
can be drained into the sewer: and no estate shall 
beasiested more than once for the same benefit, 
if tlie c ist of such sewers excee<l the average cost 
hereinbefore mentioned, such excess of cost 
shall be borne by the City. 1 he City Engineer 
shall prepare and submit to tbe City Council 
plans of the esrates to be assessed, showing the 
owner’s names, frontages and areas, togetln r witli 
a schedule showing tbe assessments on tbe 
estates abutting and benefitted.

TliPsp twin l»al>ips wrip black. TIiov 
worp black aa coal. Indoptl they wore 
blacker than coal, for they clistpiipd in 
their oily blackness; their bear-oily 
blackne.ss. They were youiiK baby boars, 
and Ro exactly alike that no one could in 
any way tell the one from tlie other. And 
they were orphans. They had been 
found at the foot of a small cedar tree 
on the banks of the Sacramento River, 
near the famous Soda SpriuRS.

Secretary uf the School Board. 

To the Editor of the GiiAriiic: 

One uf the duties annually devolving 
upon the members of tbe Scliuol Board, 
is the choice of a Secretary ; usually the 
selection is made at tiie beginning of the 
year and it is presumed this practice wil^ 
be followed by the iucoining board, 'fbe 
circumstances, however, which confront 
it are ditTerent, so far as the same relates 
to the secretary, from what have hereto- 
fore existed. Formerly the offices of 
secretary of the board and superinten- 
dent of sebools were united and the 
duties of both performed by tlie superin- 
tendent. There are serious objections to 
uniting both offices in one person. In the 
til St place, the secretarv is the statistic- 
ian of tlie schools, and superinteiulonts 
naturally wish to make tlie best showing 
possible; statistics, moreover, gatliereu 
wiiliout color uf interest, are generully 
the most trustwui tliy. In the second 
jiluce, tlie secretary is also the fiscal agent 
of the board. B^ its rules tlie secretary, 
under tbe directions of the eoiiiiiiittee on 
supplies, iturcliases tlie books, fiirnituio 
and smiplies for tlie school generally, 
lie diioiiirses from ten to twelve tliou- 
saiid dollars of the publii; money annu- 
ally. Nearly one half of any siiiierintend- 
eiit’s time wotihl be eoiihunied in dis- 
eliarging the dutieii of the secretary, Tlie 
yearly salary of however, paid the 

Mipeiinteiideiil, proeeeds upon the ground 
tliat he is an expert educator, a man of 
high |tei;->>nal attuiunieiits, wlio will give 
hi.-: entile lime, tliouglit and energy to 
pulUvg into operation ttie best iiiotliods 


forgiving the pupils of the schools th 
most otbeient education. To consume 
half of his fitiio with the purchasing of 
supplies and the clerical work of the sr- 
eiet.iry, is idle, almost ahsurd. In addi- 
tion to these tilings, the hoard quite often 
has the work of the snpeiinlendent un- 
der disonsaion ami memhora of hoardn 
do not generally feel so free to speak 
when the object of tlioir remarks is pres- 
ent as when lie is ahsciit. 

I IWho, tlien, ought to ho the secretary of 
the School Board? In the administra- 
lion of cooperate hnsiiiess afTiiirs, it ia 
nsnally deemed bast to make one of the 
directors, secretary. This is done bo- 
canso a director or member of the govern- 
ing board, who attends to and performs 
his duties, knows how to discharge the 
duties of secretary hotter than any one 
who is a stranger to the work done. That 
the same rule should ho applied by the 
School Board can Acarcely admit of a 
question. Upon them, individually and 
collectively, is cast the duty of knowing 
the needs and wants of ail the schools. 
’I’lio board has no monetary interest at 
stake, no special reputation to defend or 
Hiistain, but is the fountain from which 
(lows, in a huge measnro, the prosperity 
and efficitoioy of the schools; some one, 
therefore, of their number, who is able 
and willing to do the work of secretary, 
slionld be chosen to that office.

NON.lNrUM ASSAULT CASK. 

A FIlACTritKI) SKVI.I. AND A FINK OF 
$00 AND COST.S. 


Anhrew Toomey answered to two com- 
plaints, charging him with assault and 
battery, in the police court Tuesday 
morning. The first case was tliat of an 
assault upon John McNamara, Oct. 11. 
McNamara swore out the complaint, but 
was unable to give any cviicnee connect- 
ing Toomey with tbe assault, He simply 
knew that ho had been struck w hile com- 
ing froniToomey’s house, but could not tell 
whether Toomey, bis w ifo or some other 
member of his family directed the blow. 
The court found McNamara guilty of 
contempt, and imposed a fine of $5 and 
costs, 'roomoy was discharged on ac- 
count of the lack of evidence on the part 
of the ])rosccittion. 

Toomey pleaded not guilty to the charge 
of assault and battery upoirDcnnis Mahon- 
ey. Jeremiah Reardonw ns the first govern 
ment w’itncss. He gave the details of the 
trouble between Toomey and Mahoney at 
bis house in Nonantum a few weeks ago. 
It commenced, said the witness, with a 
song by Mahoney which otTended 'I'oo 
mey, and caused some angry words be- 
tween the two men. About ten minutes 
later, continued the witness, while ila- 
honey was standing in the centre of the 
room lighting his pipe, Toomey came up 
and struck him under the left jaw’, felling 
him to the floor. Mahoney lost con- 
sciousness, and Dr. Stearns was sum- 
moned. 

Miss Ellen Reardon corroborated her 
father’s testimony. 

Dr. Stearns testified to the condition of 
the patient following the assault. He 
stated that the skull was fractured, and 
that Mahoney remained uiicoiiscions for 
12 liours. His present condition, he 
added, promised well for his ])urmanonl 
I’ecovery. 

Dennis Mahoney, the complainant, 
gave preliminary details of the alTiiir 
about as stated by Mr. and Miss Reardon. 
He said that ho lost consciousness im- 
mediately following tlie blow, and his 
head still troubled him, and that lie was 
deaf in his left ear. 

Francis Burke of Brighton appeared as 
counsel for the defence. The court found 
Toomey guilty, and imposed a fine of $00 
and costs. Toomey appealed and was 
held in $300. 'I’lie appeal was subse- 
quently withdrawn and tlio fine paid.

Morse Field Aiiiiexalioiilsts. 

A town meeting, attended by about L'lO 
voters, w’as bold in Watertown Town 
Hall, Monday evening, to see w^hat action 
the town will take on the petition of Wil- 
liam A. Alexander and others to the 
General Court for Hie setting off of that 
part of Watertown lying south of Charles 
River and annexing the same to tlie city 
of Newton. S. S. Gleason was cliuson 
^luderator. Mr. G. C. Dunne and Rev. 
W. A. Lamb opposed the adoption of an 
article to employ counsel. Among those 
who spoke in favor were W. A. Ingra- 
ham, (/'barles Bingham, Joshua Coolidge, 
E. F. Porter and C. Q. Pierce; and the 
following resolutions was adopted by a 
vote of 129 to 8: 

Resolved, That the town is earnestly 
opposed to the cutting olT from her al- 
ready narrow limits any portion of her 
territory, and wo hereby instruct the 
Representative and request the Senator 
from this district to oppose the granting 
of the petition of W. A. Alexander and 
others for the setting olT of that portion 
of the town lying south of Charles River 
and annexing it to the city of Newton. 

It Wtos also voted to instruct the Select- 
meu and such citizens as is thought 
desirable to act as a committee to carry 
out the resolution, and authorize them 
to employ counsel to protect the interests 
of the town.

Tlir last sossioti of tlic city council of 
was licld in tlic City Hall, Monday 
afternoon, procodinp: the inaugural ex- 
ercises of the iuooming city government. 
Ill the board of ahlorm mi Charles I-. 
Horry was granted an honorable dis- 
charge from the tiro departniant, and C. 
F. .Saunders was appi>intod driver of 
chemical engine The books and ac- 
counts of the city treasurer were re- 
ported c(*rrect, with a balance on hand 
cf $dO,t)00 as a legacy, to quote Aldenuau 
.lohnson’s words, for thcujw city govern 
ment. 

Alderman ('ofliu for the committee on 
public property said that the plans of Ken- 
doll A- Stevens had been accepted for the 
new almshouse building and the new 
gymnasium and drill hall. The repor 
was accepted. 

Alderman llarbach for a special com- 
mittee repoited that the lines between 
Newton and Waltham and Newton and 
Hrooklino had been perambulated in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of an order 
passed by the city council. The report 
was accepted. He also reported comple- 
tion of work in connection with a largo 
number of highway petitions. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 
$4(X) for procurement of detail plans for 
a gymnasium and drill hall for the use of 
the high school battalion; $,j00 for pro- 
curement of plans in connection with a 
topograph ic.al survey of the almshouse 
property; $T‘)0 for plans and proposals 
for a new almshouse building; authoriz- 
ing the committee on highways to ex- 
pend $800.23 for the completion of a 
drain in Washington and Court streets, 
and $1 l.jT.Ol for the completion of a drain 
in Union street. 

.\n order appropriating $.">00 for main- 
ten.ince of a v.acation school atNonantum 
was referred to the school board, and an 
order was defeated which provided for 
the addition of a member of the common 
council to the committee on police. 

Alderman Johnson made several state- 
ments bearing on his position in regard 
to the police signal system, and sub- 
mitted the evidence of the chief of fire 
department, the captain of police, and 
that of W. li. Raudlett, who has charge 
of the system, to the effect that the time 
stamp in use u.) to Sept. 1, 1800, utterly 
. failed to perform its work. 

The evidence was submitted to prove 
that the alderman's statements concern- 
ing the workings of the police signal 
system w.a8 in all respects truthful, and 
because he had been accused of some 
misrepresentations I'especting the time 
stamp and other devices connected with 
tbs general appiratus, all of which was 
furnished by the Gamewell Police Tele- 
graph and Fire Alarm Company. lie 
said that he should have omitted any 
remarks upon the subject, had it not 
been fur the farcical action of the Com 
mon Council In spreading an address 
upon its records insinuating that his 
statement in regard to the working of 
the system was without foundation for 
trutlifulness. 1 should like to enquire, 
continued the alderman, whether the 
comm an council is working fur the in- 
terests of the Gamewell Company or for 
the city of Newton? I presume, added 
Alderman Johnson, that a vote of thanks 
was extended to the common council by 
the representative of the Gamewell Com- 
pany, because that body refused to ap- 
point a committee in connection with 
a commilte of the aldermen to in- 
vestigate the working of the piltice 
signal system; because it also refused to 
appoint a coiiiraictee of three disinterest- 
ed citizens for the purpose of investi- 
gating the system. In the report of the 
committee of the common ouncil it was 
insinuated that the failure of the ap- 
paiatus to worK was due to lack of care 
and proper management. Tuis was an 
unjustifiable r. llectioii upon the honesty 
and capability of Capt. Itiudlett who 
bad entire charge of the system. 

The alderman next reiterated his state- 
ment to the elToct that the city of Boston 
paid only each for the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm boxes, contrasting that price 
with the price paid for the same boxes 
ill Newton. In c inclusion, lie eulogized 
the Mayor and Aldcraiaii Harbacli and 
said that ho thought the press had mule 
a great mistake in criticising the latter 
who, in his opinion, knew a gre it deal 
about the sewerage question. Ciiticisin 
lie thought, was a jioor return to give a 
man who liad given a large amount of 
time and li;s best lluiught to the subject. 
He concluded liis remarks concerning 
the press in these words, quoted from 
Mr. W. H. Meiidell’s repertoire: “I wish 
you all the comp'imeiits of the season." 

The board of aldermen of l8tM) ad- 
journed about 2 4.J o’clock and its record 
now passed into history. 

Tlie ueu iiiembers of both braiicheH 
assembled in their respective cliainbers 
and then marched to the IJnpei Hall, 
where the inauguration exercises were 
held. .Seati-rl on the |>latform were ex- 
Mayors Hyde, Kllison, Kiinliall and Burr, 
Jtev. Mr. Horiibrooke and Judge ,1. (’. 
Keniie ly. Bev. .Mr. Horiibrooke opened 
the exercises with orayer, after which 
M.iyor-elec*. Hibbard was sworn in by 
.lodge Kennedy. .Mayor Hildiard then 
adininihtvred the oath to the aldeiineii 
and councilmen. 

Mayor Hibbuid then delivered his in- 
auguril address, whicti will be found on 
amitlier page. Tliere was an nn- 
iisually large attendance, in iiiy l.idies 
being nresent, and -Mayor Hibbard was 
greeted with warm applause.

THE SEWERAGE QUE8TI0.V. 

SOMK OP THE M.VNY QtTESTION.S IIEI.AT- 
1X0 TO IT .VNSWEUED. 


There is great interest in the sewerage 
question and a great demand made for 
particulars, ns nothing seems to bo 
definitely known concerning it. Infor- 
mation on a hundred different pointe is 
desired, and any one who would take 
the trouble to explain the plans clearly 
and briefly would bo a public benefactor. 

A correspoudout wants to know where 
the main branch sower will run in Ward 
Two. The City Engineer says that it 
will begin at Laundry brook, and run 
through Crescent, Watertown, Cook, 
Middle, Adams, aud probably Clinton 
streets, Crafts, Court, Washington, Har- 
vard, Spruce, and Walnut streets to Mill 
street. 

In \Vard Seven the main brnncli sew’er 
will start from Lemon brook on Xon- 
antum street, run through Washington, 
Brook, Elmwood, Eldridge, and Church 
streets, with branches running through 
different streets to Park, and Sargent 
and other streets. 

A great difficulty is to cvme in the 
sewerage of the Morse Field district. 
Part of this belongs to Watertown, and 
that town,it is said, had done nothing as 
yet towards planning for a soworago 
system. Sowers are needed in this dis- 
trict fully as much as in any section of 
Newton, but if Newton has to build 
them on its nart of the territory, while 
Watertown does nothing, it will cost 
much more to carry the main branch 
around through Newton territory, or 
else we shall have to pay all tho expenses 
of building a sewer through Watertown’s 
territory to the Metropolitan sower. In 
any event the expense will be much 
greater tlian if the whole district this 
side of tho river could bo sewered as a 
whole aud on one general plan. Perhaps 
the groat expense of providing the 
people this side of tho river with sewers, 
may make tho old town more willing to 
let them go. 

Tiie question is also asked whether a 
street will be sewered unless a majority 
of the residents and property owners 
petition for it. Also, whether if there 
are only lialf a dozen bouses on the 
street, and the rest is unoccupied laud, 
the petition of the householders will 
avail, if che laud owners object. 

It is also asked what will be done in 
the case of houses on tiie lower side of 
Newtonville avenue, for instance, where 
tlio cellar is some twenty or mure feet 
below the street level, and which could 
not be drained into any street , drain. 
There are many houses so situated and 
many vacant lot.s, whcic according to tho 
ordinance no cellar could be built or 
used, unless an exception is made. 

It is also asked wlietlier, iii case the 
sewer assessment amounts to more than 
the value of the land, as it would in some 
cases, tho city would not bo ubligod to 
buy the land before the sower could be 
built. 

These are only a few of the quodtions 
that are being asked, and any one who 
travels on the steam cars can not avoid 
hearing very plain talk over the plan of 
assessment adopted, and unfortunately 
the opinions seem to be almost unanim- 
ously against it.

Tho rate on 
ail pills, powders, tinctures, lozenges, 
syrupy, cordials, bitterH,anod,vno8, tonics, 
plasters, liniments, salves, ointments, 
pastes, drops, waters, essences, spirits, 
oils or other medical preparations used 
as “remedies or specifics for any disease 
or diseases or affections whatever affect- 
ing the human or animal body” is fifty 
per centum ad valorem; tliat is, fifty 
cents on every dollar’s worth. 

Bear in mind that you pay upon every 
one of tho above named articles, if im- 
ported, tho whole of the above duty, to- 

f [ether with a profit on tho duty to the 
mpurter who first paid tlio duty. 


Direct Tiixatioii. 

Tho coming Billionaire is the subject 
of a very interesting sketch in the Janu- 
ary Forum by Tliomas Q. Shearman, lie 
thinks that the present policy of indirect 
taxation is responsible for the euoriiK 
fortunes of the day, and that to maintain 
tho proHOut system is tubring tlio billiou- 
airo right speedily. By indirect taxation 
tho burden comes most heavily ou the 
poor mau who lias to spuud nearly his 
whole iuoum'e for his support, while tho 
ricli mau hardly fuels it. 

A year ago Mr. Sliuarman showed in 
tlio Forum that one half of tho natioual 
wealth was owned by 40,000 families, and 
that there were 70 American estates aver- 
aging $3.7,000,000 each. Tliu statement 
was contradicted, But ho shows nut 
only that his figures liavo not been dis- 
credited, but tliat they could not bo, for 
lu the large majority of instances they 
are based upon tbo most trustworthy 
private informatiou. Some of this iiifor- 
uiatiou bus been derived from books, 


some from lists of securities, some from 
tax returns, some from slntcmcnts of tlio 
owners tliemselves. No one can deny 
that so much wealth in so few hands is 
dangorons to any form of government, 
for tlio power of nionev in state and 
national legislatures has to often lieon 
domoiistrated. Mr. Shearman is a sng- 
gestivo writer, but bo Is very radical in 
bis views, as will bo seen from tho fol- 
lowing: 

Direct taxation, on a largo scale, is 
near at band. Tho men who bought and 
paid for the presont Congress can now 
ohooso what its form shall bo They can 
have a general income tax; or they can 
havo somoihing loss open to fraud, less 
inquisitorial in its iinture.loss oppressive 
upon honest men, and oftering no premi- 
um to perjury. But they know nothing 
about the science of taxation, and they 
do not care to learn; so that tbo whole 
matter will be left over to the now Con- 
gress, and a general income tax, objec- 
tionable as it is, scorns must likloy to be 
adopted. It has already boon proposed by 
Senator Plumb and Mr. Mills. Itisono of 
the demands of farmers’ alliances every- 
where. It will be very popular in the 
West, because it will bo collected cliicfly 
in tho East; and it will bo popular among 
farmers in all sections, because incomes 
under $1,000 will bo exempted, and so 
scarcely any farmers will pay it. The 
protected manufacturers and niiiie-owii- 
cr may have a harvest for four years, but 
it will bo not so rich as they have imag- 
ined; because consumption will fail off. 
After that time the ineu of wealth, who 
bought tlio soldier vote by the promise 
of enormous pcusioiis, which they expect- 
ed to saddle upon the poor, will have tho 
great pleasure of paying most of the 
peusiou bill themselves, through an iu- 
come tax. 

The billionaire seems to bo coming: 
yet he will not come, because the reign 
of tho oxtortioner is fast drawing to a 
close.

That provision is that 'certain courts 
“shall bo held in the court house, or in 
other suitable place within the district 
which tho district or county may pro- 
vide, and may be adjourned from time 
to time as occasion rcipiircs to tho same 
or any other place in tlio district,” etc.

MAYOR UIBBARD’S ADDRESS. 

The iDaugnral address of Mayor llib- 
l>ard is short and to the point. It shows 
« familiarity with the needs of the 
various departments, and is a plain and 
business like presentation of city affairs. 

one who gives it a careful perusal 
will doubt that its author is well fitted 
to give the city a business like adminis- 
tration, and that the expectations of his 
friends will be fulfilled. His recommen- 
datiuus are pn»otical and the city will bo 
bcuofitted by their adoption. 

•'Sewerage, of course, as the most im. 
portant question now before the city, is 
first noticed, aud the city council is 
urged to immediate action on the matter, 
se that the portions of the city that need 
it most can enjoy the beneftts of sewer- 
age as soon as the metropolitan sewer is 
rcadj for us, which will be by the end of 
the present year. In this connection, 
Mayor Hibbard wisely recommends that 
all other expensive schemes, '.such as new 
buildings, etc., be postponed until the 
sewerage system is built. That will en- 
tail as much of an addition to our, regular 
expenses as it will be wise to make. 

The condition of the city debt, which 
has been increased by .new buildings, the 
preparation for high service, new drains, 
and the purchase ef land, is shown, to 
emphasize the recommendation given 
above. Fortunately Newtou is not bur- 
dened with debt, aud many people think 
that we are payiug too rapidly for im- 
provemeuts which will inure to the 
benefit of future generatious. There 
is somothiug iu this, but it is also a good 
practice to pay as you go. 

.Major Hibbard calls atceutiuu to the 
fact 'fhiA the cost of cariug for our 
streets, iucluding lighting, is more than 
:$1300 per mile per year, and. rousidering 
that ou fully a quarter of the streets the 
amount laid out is trifling, this cost is 
rather stirtliug. The highway appro- 
fpftafion has increased from $31»,000 to 
$129, CKK) in five years, which is a rather 
startling ratio of progress, and would 
rulu the city if kept up iu the same de- 
j;rec for ten years more. Mayor Hibbard 
rightly thinks it is time to call a halt in 
this matter, aud to see if some better 
plau then the oue heretofore followed 
cannot be discovered, lie bus in mind an 
entirely different system, which has been 
fried aud found practicable iusome other 
cities, and which at the same time lessens 
the expense and gives better roadways. 
Ills reference has excited a good deal of 
interest in highway officials, who will 
await further details with much interest.

.-away with, and the city will only have 
rujiay l.'j per cent, of liie cost.

THE NEW REl'UBIdCA.N Cl.L'B. 

i'he plaiformof the jnoposed uew Re- 
l,Aihli«'an ('luh almost takes one's breath 
away, by the holduess of its utterances, 
jiud its radical departure from the policy 
l^ireached iu the last cam])aigu and for a 
k'ew years previous, hut il is aii exuelleut 
l>Iatforu aud if the party is reorgauized 


on that basis it will ho worthy of suocoss, 
and will make miny onthnsiastlc Ro- 
puhlicans of those who had almost 
decided to give up their allcgianee. 

The club’s doctrine on the tariff would 
i have gained them the title of “mug- 
wump.A” if enunciated before the recent 
election, and wo notice that some of the 
party organs are inclined to apply that 
term to them now. Their position is the 
one that has been preached by our tariff 
reform club for the past year, and is 
worth repeating: 

‘‘Wo believe in a protective tariff that 
imposes duties whore they are needed, 
and only where needed, to equalize the 
labor cost of production and to developo 
American resources and American com- 
merce, but not to relievo favored corpora- 
tions or individuals from foreign com- 
petition.” 

We notice th.at Mr. Robert H. (tardlnor 
of Chestnut Hill is oue of the signers of 
the call for the meeting, and therefore 
ho must have endorsed this plank. As 
Mr. G.»rdincr is a member of the New- 
ton Ward and City Committee, his ap 
pcarance as a tariff reformer has some 
siguillcauco. For selling a column of 
space to the Newton Tariff Reform Club, 
ill which such doctrine is preached, the 
Guapiiic has been accused by some ex- 
treme persons of being a Democratic 
paper, but after this wo think no one 
can doubt our claim to being a regular 
Republican organ. 

The platform also pronounces in favor 
of “honest politics”; ol honest money, 
aud against free coinage; opposes “can- 
didacy for public office or party pro- 
roinoDco for private gain”; condemns 
subsidies to greedy ship owners; favors 
the extension of the civil service law' to 
all departmeuts of the government, and 
other much needed reforms. 

The men who have taken the project 
of this club with its outspoken platform 
in hand are to be congratulated for hav- 
ing the courage of their convictions, and 
it is much to bo hoped that they will go 
ahead and make their club a success aud 
compel the adoptiou of these principles 
by the party in this state and in the 
nation. Had the Congressmen from 
Massachusetts had such an organization 
behind them they would have felt strong 
enough to staud up for the iutercsts of 
New England in the last session of Con- 
.gress, and would not so many of them be 
mourning their defeat at the last elec- 
tion. 


THE DRILL SHED. 

The committee on plans have reported 
that they have found a satisfactory de- 
sign for a drill shed, which can be built 
for iuside of $10,000, and as the city has 
a lot in the rear of the High School, it 
would seem wise to either go ahead and 
put up the building or else give up mili- 
tary drill. It can not bo carried ou satisfac- 
torily under present conditions, with 
the daily trip to Armory Hall, and the 
consequent expense to the scholars, aud 
the narrow quarters when they get there, 
which do uot allow of the best results. 

If we are to have military drill, and 
very few would favor giving it up, the 
proper convenience should bo provided. 
The expense is so small as not to bo 
worth considering. The interest on $10,- 
000 at 4 per cent would be $400 a year, 
and the money can be borrowed on long 
time for the purpose, if it is not thought | 
best to pay for the building out of the 
current taxes. The matter has been 
discussed long enough and some prompt 
action ought to be taken in the matter. 
The present conditions are hardly to the 
credit of the city, and either military 
drill should be given up or the proper 
building should he provided. 

Tiik appoiotmont of a member of the 
hoard of general appraisers in the cus- I 
tom bureau of the United States Treas- | 
ury department, to succeed Hon. J. L. ! 
Stackpole of Boston, is arousing unusual I 
interest among importers and politicians, ' 
and among the men prominently men- ; 
tioned for the position is Mr. John A. I 
Coiikey of this city. A prominent Bos- , 
ton business man said of him: 

“Mr. Conkey has been long and favor- 
ahlv known iu business circles in Boston, 
aiKl lias been strongly recominonded for 
the position on the hoard of appraisers. 
He lias h'^eii connected witli the import- 
ing business all his life, aud leading 
mereliants and business men of Boston 
liavo recognized his peculiar fitness for 
tlio position. He lias also been indorsed 
l»y prominent Republicans. Wliile lie is 
an uiiTiest Republic in, lie iias never lield 
ottice, and his appointment to the posi- 
tion, from Ids tiiorougii aciiiiaintance 
with tile matters wliicli would come be- 
fore such a hoard, would he a most ; 
Judicious one, hotli from a business aid 
political standpoint.” 

Hon. I^evi C. Wade has recommended 
.Senator Hoar to use Ins inllueiice to liavu 
.Ml. (Jonkey appointed, and a better 
appointment could not he made. Mr. . 
Conkey's iii.iny friends in Newton would 
he very inuch grutifled if lie should ho , 
chosen. { 


SK.NAToit IluAit’s force hill is killed, i 
and it is rather sigiiiticanc tliat it was ' 
killed by tlio action of tlio Senators from ' 
tliose western mining cainjis whicli have 
reienlly lieeu admitted as states, tlirongh 
tlie elforts of Senator Hoar aud otiier 
Kepuhlieaus wlio desired to lix the 
political status of the Senate for tiie next 
dozen year.s. As any one of these states 
lias not inhabitants euoiigli fur a cou- i 
giuHsional district, to give tliein two > 
votes in the Senate was hardly wise. , 
'i'lieir seuatoib are chieliy interested in 
securing tlie free coinage of silver, and 
lliruugli some indiscreet correspondents 
it is evident that tliey weie told if tliey 
would vole for the force bill, silver 
would he taken care of. Fortunately, 
however, that bargain has fallen tiirough, 
and we may now expect Senator Hoar 
and the other New Kngiind Senators to 
resolutely oppose all silver heresies. An 
honest currency is of greater iiiipui taiice 
to the country than a dozen force hills, 
and consequently the defection of the 
eiglit senators is likely to prove a hless- 
iug.

Jnpniieso ItigeiliiMy. 

In no country in ihc wciild are flic 
people HO ingenious as are the Japnnesi . 
Tlio iiurnliei less little coiiti i vanccs wliich 
they invent, cither for use, comfort, 
amuseiiiciit, or for dec*»rative piirpime, is 
simply wonderful. One of the many 
quaint little articles wliich go to form ii 
part of every .I ipancse woman’s dainty 
I accessories is tlie chest-warmer. Now, a 
j chest-warmer is nothing morn or less than 
j a diminutive charcoal stove about four 
' inches long by two and a half wide and 
an incli in thickness. 7'hcv arc made of 
tin, with liny perforations hero and there i 
on the side to furnish a dnift, and keep 
alive the fire wltliin. 

Tlie till is then covered with paper to 
prevent the escape of any particles of 
dust or ashes which might soil the out- 
side cover, which is generally made of 
delicately embroidered silk of some 
bright hue. On the top is a little slide 
which is drawn asiiic to admit the fuel, 
which consists of a roll of ciiarcoal the 
length of the box and an inch in diameter. 
The chare la' is finely powered and secure- 
ly packed in a tough paper cover; this 
roll is lighted at one end and then de- 
posited in the little stove, where it mer- 
rily burns away for six hours before 
needing renewal, giving out a gentle 
warmth, which is decidedly agreeable on 
a cold day. 

The Japanese women invariably dress 
in light weight silk kimonas (dresses) 
carelessly folded across the bosom. Now, 
as the climate of Japan is damp and at 
times decidedly chilly,aud Japanese fash- 
ion will not admit of warm wraps, a 
Japanese lady deftly slips a couple of 
these little charcoal comforters beneath 
tlie multitudinous wrinkles and folds of 
her loose gown, adjusting one over each 
lung; then she boldly defies tbe cold, dis- 
playing tyvo or three inches of shining 
amber-hued throat without the least fear 
of the terrors of pneumonia. American 
ladies who visit Japan find them very 
pleasant as hand-warmers. One of them 
slipped into the muff will warm one to 
an amazing degree.— Philadelphia Tele- 
graph.

Gcnllrmtn of the ('ity Council:— 

Wo have asspinbliMl to puter formally 
upon the duties whieh have heen as- 
ulpned to ua by our follow citi/.ens It is 
my privilege to communicate to you 
such information and to recommend 
such measures as in mv judgment the 
interests of the City of Newton seem to 
require. 

At the commencement of the munici- 
pal year 1 desire to urRO upon your at- 
tention ns forcibly as possible, that your 
first and most important rule of conduct 
in your official acts should be, to hold 
the fjencrnl welfare of the city at large, 
paramount to any local interest of what- 
ever nature. 

It is expected that durintr the present 
year you will he able to furnish certain 
portions of the city with a sewerage 
system. This subject demands your 
most careful consideration in order to 
avoid an unweeldy debt and an excessive 
tax rate. 

Several plans to provide for the pay- 
ment of so large an expemlituro which 
is to effect so vitally the future welfare 
of the citv, have been considered and I 
hope one has been adopted that will give 
to all parts of the city a fair ami equit- 
able portion of the expenditure. i 

The new Metropolitan iSower now in I 
process of construction is expected to bo 
ready for use at the close of the present 
year. If we move in the matter of 
sewerage for Newton as wo are expected 
and desired to do, wo should be ready in 
some degree to take advantage of the 
benefits to be derived from the metropol- 
itan system as soon as it is completed, 
and that will be none too soon for the 
safety and welfaie of residents in the 
more thickly settled portions of the 
city. 

No apology is offered for urging im- 
mediate action upon this matter, ns it is 
believed to be a necessity which demands 
more than the usual passing remark at 
this time. 

I think it is the general sense of our 
tax payers, that for the present wo 
should confine our extra expenditures to 
the completion and perfection of a sew- 
erage and drainage system, and that ex- 
penditures for now public buildings, new 
parks and play grounds are not advisable 
while so great a public work and expense 
as our sewerage and drainage system is 
in hand. 

In the consideration of every measure, 
the question of ways and means will con- 
front us and your attention is called to 
the present financial condition of the 
city.

The increase in the City Debt was for 
the following purposes: New fire de- 
partment building at Newton Highlands, 
$10,500; in aid of the Newton Cottage 
Hospital for new buildings, $10,000; land 
for new almshouse, $7, 000; sundry drains, 
$25,000; en bargemen t of the Clafiin school 
house, $.TI,500; water department, foi 
new mains, land, and reservoir at IVaban 
Hill and other land for the extension of 
the filtering basin, $I8.S,000. 

The appropriation of $tJ55,:i72.00 made 
in November, 1800,for the city’s expenses 
for the ensuing year, at first sight seems 
to be a very largo yearly expenditure, yet 
when the great area of our city is con- 
8idered,and its unusual mileage of streets 
and sidewalks, ( which muse be kept re- 
paired, lighted, watered and patroled) is 
taken into consideration, also the fact 
that the City of Newton is composed of 
many Newtons, each located at no small 
distance from the others, and all requir- 
ing and deserving e«jual advantages and 
improvements, you must acknowlengc 
that the attendant circumstances are 
against you in comparing the cost and 
expense of maintenance with that of 
O' her cities of equal population. 

There is scarcely an item in the list of 
appropriations that is not increased 
largely on account of these peculiar con- 
ditions. 

The citixens of Newton are not satis- 
fied with any method of m uiageinent 
th.it savors of parsim-my. ami yet they 
are decidedly critical whenever large ex- 
penditures are required, and in order to 
merit their full coiilidence, you mu.st 
give to every niatterlh.it may bo brought 
to vour notice the fullest investigalioti. 
and decide for or against it as you would 
if it were your own personal business 
which you desired to manage and direct 
in such a manner as to create a regular 
and lasting growth. 

The largest single item found in the 
list of appropriations is that for public 
schools, 

The ex|jendiiuro of this sum is left to 
thediscietion of the sciiuol committee, 
and to them we must look for satisfac- 
tory results ill the future as in the jiast. 

Among educaltir-t, Newton scliools are 
regarded us having att lined a high stand- 
ard of excellence; ami compared with 
the present system in vogue in other 
cities of Mass icliusetts there is no doubt 
regarding the correctnehs of their rating. 

The next largest item in the list is the 
appropriution for highways, $121t.h00.00. 

Included in this amount is one item of 
$75,(JI)0 for general repairs, salary of 
buperintendent and some minor expenses. 

To any one unacquainted with the fact 
that New ton has 1 18 miles of highways 
to care for, this amount might seem ex- 
travagant ; but the gentlemen who have 
bail the work to supervise and direct in 
the past, have found it extremely diffi- 
cult to give a reasonablo degree of satis- 
faction Ui all, with an etiual amount at 
their disposal. 

Two other items may he nuticed|in the 
list of appropriations, one for lighting 
streets, $25,.5iJU, and one for wateiing a 
portion of same, u part of the necessary 
time, $7500. These items might proper- 
ly be calleil highway expenses, and if 
added to the amount previously men- 
tioned would increase the sum to $102,0(j0, 
making the expense of the highway de- 
]«artment nearly one quarter of the whole 
expense of the city for the year. If such 
portion tif tlio expense of the City Kn- 
gineer’s department was added as might ' 
projierly be, the sum would about equal 
one quarter of the entire yearly expense 
of the city. ( 'alculating upon this basis 
the juesentcost of maintaining our high- 
ways, including reconsti ueiion ami light- 
iug of same, is more than ^l.'Ioo pur mile 
per year. The appropriation for high- 
ways for the year 1885 was and 

.you will notice that the yeaily expendi- 
ture for the p:ist live years has been 
steadily and rapidly increasing, until tlie 
present figure of $120,000 has been 
reached. 1 think it is time to call a hall 
in highway expenditures. I shall soon 
recouituend fur your consideiatiuu an en- 
tirely dilTerent system from the one now 
pursued in the general care and improve- 
ment of our liigliways, and which, If 
will, I believe, not only greatly 
Ic'-.cn the expense of this depaitraeut, 


hut also ntVord hotter ainl more aatisfac- 
tory roadways. 

The ntipropriation for the polioe de- 
partment for the ensuing year is $;17.02.**. 

The regular force of this department 
tmw consists of one marshal, one captain, 
one sergeant, one ii-spector and 28 oalrol- 
uien. at a yearly cost of f;lb400. ’Phe re- 
mainilor of appropriation, $;UV25. is for 
variotis items of expense connected with 
the department, including temporary 
service. 

There seems to he an honest difference 
of opinion among our citixens regarding 
the efficiency of this department. Kor- 
tnnately no doubt exists regarding the 
liberality of this appropriation, which 
should alTord the city a high order of 
set vice, and you will doubtless be .ible 
t> remove soon any and all wrong im- 
pressions concerning its standing. 

In consideration of the fact that Now- 
ton continues to protest forcibly against 
licensing the sale of intoxicating liiiuors 
for use ns a beverage, the law must he 
rigidly enforced through this depart- 
ment. 

The law recognizes the right of the 
community to he provided w ith intoxicat- 
I ing liquors for inediciiinl, mochaiiical and 
! chomic.al purposes, and provides that 11- 
i corses shall bo granted niiiiunlly to iipoth- 
I ecarie8,if the applicants are fit porsoiis'to 
i receive such licenses and aio not other- 
i w iso distiunlificd. 

I T ho law was enacted for the protection 
I of the community, and not f<>r the pur 
pose of increasing the number of apothe- 
cary stores in a no-liceiiso city, and there 
is no reason why a stdectioii should not 
I bo. made from among the largo number 
j of annual applicants for nputhocaries* 

; licenses, if the public interests or the 
j cause of temperance require it, and it is 
! your plain duty to determine this ques- 
tion and thereby render viluablo aid in 
keeping our homes free from intern per- 
I anco with its manifold evils and mi.series. 
j The appropriation for the water de- 
partment is $20,5.)0, and is generally con- 
I ceded to be a fair and rcasonahio amount 
j to expend for the proper development 
and uiaintcnanco of the departmout. 

If any department of the city is more 
satisfactorily managed or gives to the 
citizens better service, I have yet to hear 
it mentioned. 

Great progress has been made during 
the past year in building an extension of 
the system to be called the high service, 
and it will be but a fewr months before 
the entire city will be supplied with 
water of excellent quality, and ample 
protection afforded against losk by fire. 

Among the items of appropriation may 
be noticed the yearly co.st of lighting 
our streets; viz, $25,5tXt. This expense 
is fixed by contract tor a term of years. 
The cost of street lighting lias recently 
had considerable investigation by an able 
committee and should be closely studied 
iu the future. 

Y'ou are doubtless aware of the fact 
that many comparatively small corpora- 
tions u.sing not more th.m one tenth of 
the light tequired for our city, find it to 
their advantage financially to own and 
control their lighting plant. Would it 
not prove to be of the same advantage to 
the City o! New luuto own and control 
a suitable plant for lighting the streets 
and city buildings? This reasoning 
should hold good as long ns the city is 
able to manage any of its public wurk.s 
succcs.sfully, and in this connection I de- 
sire to recommend keejiing all franchises 
within tlie direct control of the city and 
so ai ranging details as to enable the city 
to realize a consideration for all privi- 
leges granted. 

The appropriation of $11,280 for the 
maintenance of the Newton Free Library 
may be liberal, but its value as an educa- 
tional institution is not often over esti- 
mated, and it deserves a ueucrous sup- 
port iu order that its excellent iufiucuce 
may bn increased. 

The fire dcimrtment maintains from 
year to year its usual high standard, of 
efficiency. Wc should not lose sight of 
the fact that it.s facilities for protection 
should keep pace with the growth of the 
city and the increased demands liable to 
be made upon it at any moment. 

The appropriation of $i:j,5U0 for the 
care ami .support of the poor of our city, 

I both iu and out of the almshouse, will no 
doubt be expended as wisely iu the future 
as in the past. 

The gentlemen in charge of this de- 
partment are rendering valuable service 
to the city. To give to our worthy poor- 
just tliat aid and encouragement which 
is for their best good, requires great tact, 
wise judgment and a kind heart, and the 
present overseers have proved fully 
eipral to their t isk. * 

riie remaining items found in the 
schedule of appropriations for the cm rt nt 
year are composed largely of amounts 
varying but little from year to year, such 
as appi'u|>riatiuus for sinking ‘funds, in- 
terest on city bonds, temporary loans, 
miscellaneous expense.s, salaries of 
officials, etc., all of which are a neces- 
saO’ part of the yearly expenditure for 
the general wmk of the various depart- 
ments. 

I trust you will not he asked to increase 
any of the apin-opiiations already made, 
but will use your utmost endeavors to 
show an unexpended oalanee of eacli at 
the close of your term of service. 

Vou should carefully coiiKidor the 
oppor tunity now ofi'ered to rid our city 
of the graile crossings w hich endanger 
the lives of so many citizens daily, and 
also directI)' injure many valuable pro- 
per tits. 

The present seems an especially desir- 
able time fur action, as existing condi- 
tions will enable the city to have this 
work accomplished at a cost not exceed- 
ing 15 per cent of the entire expense. It 
is for you to decide whother pre.setit con- 
ditions wari-ant action in the mutter. 

The reputation of our military com- 
pany, the Clalliii (iuard, Iras been fully 
maintaiued by its otlioeis and members 
during the past year. 

Our citizens may justly feel proud of 
its record as au efficient military organ- 
ization, worthy of the support given to 
it. 

The work of the City Kngincer’s Do- 
partnient is constantly and rapidly in- 
creasing, and better facilities are needed 
and should be pi'ovided. 

In the construction and impi'ovement 
of streets as well as in all other public 
woi ks wiiich are maintained by the city, 
every facility for careful and exact 
methods should he afforded. 

The WOI k connected with the sewerage 
system will add largely to tiro labors of 
tills department and deman Is an in- 
creased force of competent men. 

'Ihe questiou of heultli is one that 
most intimately concerns the welfare of 
the residents of our city, attd demands 
continual arid csreful attention. 

Although no official report of the pro- 
ceedings of the board has been printed 
since that of 188^, yet the officers have ' 
given careful attention to iheir duties, | 
which are at all times onerous and n- , 
sjionsihle. 

I'he board should be encouraged in the : 
faithful discharge of its duties hy the 
hearty co-operation of all our citizens. I 

1 would suggest issuing promptly at i 
the close of Ihe muuicipul year in sunie 
voluiuo with the Auditor’s Annual iCe- I 
port, reports of the Water Hoard, Hoard j

Mr. W. A. Hakor of No. 42 Water 
street has sent to the Hoston Herald a 
communication called out hy an article 
under the capMon of “Hobhing Peter to 
Pay Paul,” and takes exceptions to the 
statements therein. Ho gives this title 
to his communicatioti: 

‘•KiidowmoiuJSoclotles as They Are — 
Not as Hoyal K. Hobhins of the Waltham 
Watch Company and Maj. Merrill of the 
Insurance Departlnont Would Have Peo- 
ple Hollevo by Their Ultorannes in 
Print.” 

Mr Hakcr first cites the allusion of 
Maj. Merrill to ‘‘the uiifoitunaio law 
winch allows endowment societies:” and 
then to tlie statement of Mr. Robbins 
that ‘‘what makes him especially iiidig- 
n lilt is the hardship these short-time in- 
surance and endowment orders iiillict on 
the poor classes.” 

Mr. Hakor continues by asserting that 
.Mr. Robbins, later in his remarks, admits 
that any one could hold out six months, 
and then adds: 

“Tlie friendly Aid Society has aided 
tlie poor of Waltham by paying them $55,- 
CKX), and is ready to pay $00,000 more. I 
fail tO see why bo need bo so especially 
iiidi gniint, unless it is because the poor 
of Waltham are receiving this money, 
and one would infer Irom bis remarks 
that he is not in favor of the working- 
man bettering his condition. 

“Now, Mr. R. E. Robbins knows, or 
can know if he will take the trouble to 
inform himself, that the Iron Hall is in 
the 10th year of its existence, and has 
paid every maturing certificate, and every 
legitimate claim against it, regardless of 
the deadly fight Mai. Merrill has waged 
against the order from the very begin- 
niiig. 

‘‘The Iron Hall has today nearly $1, 
500, (XK) in assets, and is calling only one 
aKSUssmeiit per month of $2.50. If the 
gentlemen referred to will look further 
into the death paving insurance com- 
panies, ho will find that all the societies 
that have been in existance 25 years have 
paid out from $1000 to $5000 death beiie- 
fit8,and did not i oceive an average of seven 
years’ assessinouts and much less money 
than the Iron Hall has collected on $1000 
in seven years. 

'‘In Eiignnd there are 10,755 ondow- 
ment societies. The oldest dates back 
to the year 1108, and these societies have 
a membership of 7,000,000. One society 
has SOo.tHH) members, and the society 
that is 720 years old has paid, all those 
years, without any defalcation, millions 
upon millions of dollars. The report of 
the chief register of Parliament, which 
was ordered hy the House of Commons 
showed that the whole 10,755 companies 
never yet hat! made a single failure. 

‘‘On the other hand, history shows that 
out of the 822 life insurauco companies 
in the United States which our worthy 
insurance commissioner holds up as 
faultless, only 47 companies are alive, 
ami these are nearly all mii'ual co-ooera- 
tivo companies. Now lot the public de- 
cide wliicli has the best record. 

“Mr. Robbins’ remarks would make 
people believe that our emlowment so- 
cieties have no assets. Now the assets 
of these societies are the people, 
bound together under the laws, which 
they fully understand when they join. 
They are to bo assessed as often as it is 
required to meet the liabilities, and we 
contend that these societies have a right 
to call any number of assessments, the 
aggregate not to exceed the full amount 
ot tlie certificate. 

‘•Now, under these circumstancs, how 
can a man in his right mind call them a 
fraud or a ‘Mrs, Howe’s bank? They are 
cheap, idle words, used to frighten timid 
people out of their just rights. 

“Now, take a corporation, for instance, 
which is tHrmed under the laws of the 
state of M.assacliuselts. They have a 
capital of $2(K).(XX>, not men. They de- 
posit this money according to the law, 
and t ike out a charter. Now, what be- 
comes of this $21)0, 0(X)? It can be drawn 
out the very next day; then the stock of 
the company is run up to a fabulous 
price and the originators sell out to the 
poor lambs. The stock then tumbles to 
almost nothing. The originators are 
now ready to buy in again, ami re-organ- 
izo and issue another 1(X),(MX) shares of 
capital stock, and fill the papers full of 
advertisements, informing the public ol 
wliat a nice investment is open for then). 

“The stock then is run up and the 
organizers rteeive the benefit once more. 
This practice is kept up year in and your 
out and nothing is said against them as 
long as the papers are well jiaid for 
printing their advertisements. In this 
case people do not get indignant over 
what becomes of the poor lumhs. and do 
not call it a ‘Mrs. Howe’s bAiik.’ 

“Now, take the fraternal societies. 
The capital is the people belonging to 
the onler, who can he assessed, and 
these asHessments accumulate a reserve 
fund, which is placed at the .State House 
ami cannot ho; used except to pay off 
matured claims, and is a safe depository 
fur unr securities until that time. 

“In regard to the business of the 
United States, every businessman knows 
that two-thircls of the business dune is 
conducted under the credit system. A 
man buys today on six or nine months, 
and gives his note for the amount. To 
take up this note, if businass is nut pros- 
nerous, another note is given, as we 
liave seen illustrated iu the last few 
weeks, hy the people who eouhl not get 
their notes extended, and hud to fail. 

“Our friend Robbins claims that peo- 
ple lose by lapses. Lapses mean not 
meeting * 11 ) 011 ' obligations. Is it any 
worse for that party than for the busi- 
ness man? 

“Take the furniture, clothing, watch 
and jewelry busiuoss— articles of which 
are sold ou leases— and which is con- 
ducted over the whole United .States. 
Does not the peisuir lose if he fails to 
keep his contract good? Or. if a person 
buys real estate with a mortgage on it, 
and fails to meet his interest, the statu 
of MassachirsettH has a law allowing the 
property t)) he sold at public auction at 
the expiration of three weeks’ notice. 

“If these things are all right, why are 
not the lapses in a fraternal order? JiCt 
the iniblio answer.”

COMMITIKK ArPOINTKO TO IlKl'OUT A 
VOin Kt^nTAIU.K PI, AX OK ASSKSSMKXT. 

A mootinp of real estate owners was 
helfl in N’iekerson’s hall, last Saturilay 
evening, for the juirpose of oonsiderinK 
the conditions of Newton’s iTcently 
adopted sewerajjo ordinance, which in- 
corporates the method of assessment. 
Mr. Marcus Morion presided and ex- 
plained the details of the plan, giving 
illustrations to show its disadvantages. 
The speaker thought that a more equita- 
ble adjustment could be arrived at. He 
spoke of the cases of two of his neigh- 
bors whose estates had great front.agc 
and. depth. lloth were admirably 
adapted for cesspools, but, said Mr. 
Morton, the sewerage committee nar- 
rowed down to one or two men, compel 
the owners of these estates t(» pay 00 
cents per front foot and 0 mills per foot 
on the depth up to 180 feet, for sewerage 
privileges which they don’t need. It is 
urged, contiuueil Mr. Morton, that it is 
wccessary for sanitary reasons. Why 
«hould these two owners in the cases I 
have cited pay more than their share 
that others may enjoy the benefits of 
sewerage privilege which they absolutely 
require and for which, perhaps, they pay 
a much less sum. 

The speaker next roferrod to the 
growth of the city, giving statistics. In 
iSOOj the number of new buildings erected 
was I'rO; increase in valuation— Ward 1, 
f72,{HX); Ward 2, $00, .100; Ward 4, $07,000; 
^Vanl 5, $87,400; Ward 0, $82, .>'>0; Ward 7, 
^56,900. In Ward .1, the increase w’as 
$132,5(X) and the total increase $588,550. 
The valuation in SVard 3 is $.10,000 more 
than the liighest figures in any other 
ward. Ward 3 seems good enough for 
an alms-house; it don’t have the best 
streets and in the opinion of members of 
the city council, evidently, possesses few 
claims that would seem to indicate any 
future growth. It has grown notwith- 
standing as the above figures will show 
And it is pretty safe to assort that the 
increase in this ward in taxable property 
would not have been brought about had 
4he present sewerage ordinance been 
passed 2 years ago. A serious fault in 
the ordinance is that it makes no provt- 
ssiou whatever for increase in the value 
of real estate. The ordinance distintly 
provides that no estate shall be twice 
Assessed for the same benefit. Section 8 
is very vague and will cause dissatisfac- 
tion as it leaves open matters relating 
to cost. 

What the people want, said Mr. Mor- 
ton in conclusion, is advice and facts 
rather than sneers of a member of the 
common council. 

rFollowiug Mr. Morton’s explanation of 
the petition, Mr. N. T. Allen spoke 
briefly. He said that he did not sign the 
petiffou to which Mr. Morton referred, 
but that he favored the delay and should 
have signed the document had it not 
beeu for bis absence from the city at the 
■time it was being ciiculated. I have 
come here this evening, said Mr. Allen, 
to hear the matter discus.sed, in order to 
decide upon the best plan of sewerage 
assessments. 

Mr. C. W. Shepard alluded to the sew- 
erage system in NorthampWjn, a city of 
villages made up in area, nature of soil 
and papulation very much like Newton. 
The costs of all street sowers in North- 
ampton, said Mr. Sliepard, is borne by 
the city, The money tor construction is 
borroweil and becomes a part of the 
city debt. The fee for entrance to the 
sewers for a dwelling containing one 
family is $25 and $25 for each additional 
-tenant. It seems to me that if the sew- 
erage commission of Northampton has 
devised a plan whereby the owner of a 
dwelling may enjoy the benefits of sew’* 
crage at a cost of $2.7 with the additional 
cost in the tax levy, not involving by any j 
means a high tax rate, tliat tliere can bo j 
uo valid reason given for obliging citi- ' 
zeus in Newton to jiiy large sums for tlie i 
same privileges, in soinu cases compeling i 
owners of vacant laud to pry in the 
same ratio for a privilege which they do 
rrot enjoy. T'lie city can borrow at 
-I 1-2 percent, or certainly at a low rate 
of interest while the real estate owner 
•may be obliged to borrow at the rate of 
d or 7 per cent, in order to get the money 
to mee" his assessment. I fail to see, 
said .Mr. Shepard in coiiclutiioii, why in 
fliis matter of sewerage the city should 
cot raise money in the same mauner as 
an providing the citizens with water, or 
AS is customary in other dep ii tinents. 

Mr. .V. T. Allen referred to a plan sub- 
mitted to the city council a few yeais 
ago by Mr. J. W. Carter, then chairman 
of tho severage committee. He made 
an exhaustive and valuable report on the 
subject of sewerage, saTd .Mr. Allen, ai.d 
especially (ju a plan best adapted fi r 
Newton, lie was practically sjinbbed 
for his fcfT Jits, involving atrip ahriad, 
unudi time and. undoubtedly, eonsider- 
-able expense which was borne by liim- 
iself. 'i'he sewerage is utilized in m my 
cities abroad and the whole sewerage 
juesiion demands the most searching 
investigation before deciding upon a 
yilan. 

Mr. .Morton said the plan had been 
-■»ettled practicilly by the legislature and 
the me'.hud of dlspo.sil for Newton must 
i*e Ijy means of the trank of the Metio- 
Colitan sewer.ige commission. 

Mr. < ■. \V. Shepard called attention to 
the fn;i that the tt^tal sum required for 
sHuei'ing the (‘ity was iiacertaiii and that 
ihe estimated expenditure reported 
snighl not cover the c ist. He .saiil that 
snoiiey has been wasteil in tho past by 
itii' I'laiis ami es'imates, emanating 
ifi'om tile engineer’s department. 1 can- 
tout umlet stand why any member of the 
cit^’ c iiincil nlionhi take ottence hcuauie 
♦^•itiz iis reijnested a ilelay in the passage 
«/t theseneiage ordinance. If more time 
will develop a bettei plan tliat is certainly 
to be desired. 

Jtavid Inglis ^uid th it the pi in of as- 
■.e-.smcnt was wrong trom lirst, to last, 
'sjweiage, he adtic l.is r<.*qnii«d in thickly 
■-settled portions of the city, nut in the 
aiCiltered sections. In Newtonvillo you 
/jive large blocks with from 1»J ti> 20 
water cl i.sets neeiling sowerago privi- 
leges. t oming up Washington street 
from N'ewtonville you have a number of 
ac lut lots uni tieuuuse tliat land is 
aitui'.ed on a street tliiough wliiuh a 
sewer runs, you must pay an assessment 
whether you enter or not. Tho land ou 
which the block is situated may have a 
Hiuall frontage and its owners pay a less 
suui for emptying 20 vaults into the 
wc*r than tho owner of a dwelling with 
or two water ehisets. Tlie system is 
(radically wrong and the taxation of 
vacant laud is mere robbery. 'I'lie poor 
man w ith his lot of land probably narrow 
almJ with a long frontage, his house 
Mortgaged and his every dollar re<]nire(l 
iM make the payments on the home which 
bxt liopes to eleai in the future, will feel 
■che burden the most. He cannot pay 
any more and he will be siinjdy obliged 
tx> move out with his family, giving up 
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his house wbich Ims become too great an , 
expi'use f<.r bis limited means. 

Thomas II, Magne favored the assess- j 
ment plan as provided in tbo ordinance. I 
lie said that tbo extreme cases would be i 
provided for and plenty of time given to ; 
tho poor people. They would not bo 
obliged to pay for their assessments at 
once. Ho said that bo believed in tlie 
plan because it obliged those who needed 
,ind asked for tho sewerage to pay for it. 
If the cost was arranged for by a loan, it 
would be felt in increased t-axes, hardly 
justifiable to a largo cla.s8 of people who 
would derive no benefils in tbo way of 
sewerage for some years to come. 

On motion of Mr. Sliepard, a com- 
mittee, comprising Messrs. C. W. Shep- 
ard, n. F. King, N. T. Allen, .1. W 
Carter, T. H. Kitz and Marcus Morton, 
was appointed to consider and report, if 
possible, a more equitable plan of assogs- 
men^.

EIRE ALARM ROXKS (TIAXGEI). 

WATKRrOWX NOW KXTIRKI.Y Sl'I'Pl.lKH 
W ITH THK (JAMKW KI.I. PATTKUN. 

The splcctmon of Watertown gave a 
hearing Monday evening on the petition 
of John F. Regan for the taking out of 
the (tamewell fire alarm boxes and sub- 
stituting therefor fire alarm boxes of tbo 
Stevens make. 

Recently tbo selectmen authorized the 
Gamowcll company to replace the Stevens 
boxes with their own, owing to a threat 
of tho former company to bring suit 
against the town if they continued to use 
tlio Stevens box. 

Monday tho Gamowoll company took 
out six Stevens boxes and replaced them 
with those of tho Gamowell make, thus 
making the entire fire alarm system of 
tho town of tho Gamowoll mnnnfaclnre. 

Tho extra boxes are put in at no ex- 
pense to the town. 

When the hearing was opened, Mr. 
Regan was told by Chairman W. H. 
Ingraham that tho Stevens boxes hUd 
been taken out, and that uo cause could 
bo scon for tho hearing as no change 
would bo made under any consideration. 

Mr. Stevens was present, and thought 
that ho had not been treated fairly, cither 
by tho tow’ll or its counsel, who, ho 
claimed, did not state honestly his olTers 
to protect tbo town against a lawsuit by 
tho Gamowcll company. 


Trains Collide at Watertown. 

As tho 10.30 o’clock accommodation 
train from Boston for Waltham, on tho 
Watertown branch of tho Fitchburg rail- 
road, left tbo Union Market station Mon- 
day morning, and was running upon a 
down grade at tho rate of about thirty 
miles au hour, it was crashed into and 
thrown from tho tracks by three coal 
cats of a freight train which was pro- 
ceeding down tho steep grade of a siding 
from Pevear A Russell’s coal yard. Tho 
engine of tho passenger train clung to 
tho tracks and tho cars came to a stand- 
still. One of tho cylinder heads of tho 
engine was cracked; tho side of tho cab 
was .smashed, and the tank of the coal 
tender was broken in so badly that only 
a few inches of water remained. 

The train consisted of a baggage car, a 
smoker and one passenger coach, and 
there were about 100 people on board. 
Tho baggage car was lifted into tho air 
by the loaded coal cars and hurled down 
the embankment on its side. In the car 
were William Mansfield, a messenger 
employed by Gibbs & Co. of Waltham, 
ana four Italian hand organ grinders. 
Mansfield was crushed by a barrel of fish 
and badly bruised about tho headj but no 
boues were broken. Tho smoKing car 
was thrown partially upon its side, the 
trucks torn off and the platforms and 
steps smashed, and tho forward end of 
the passenger coach was elevated iuto 
tho air. Not one of the passengers in 
either car was injured, although all wore 
badly frightened. 

The accideut was caused by the rails 
spreading on tho siding. Tho engine 
succeeded in getting over the spot, but 
three of the loaded coal cars crashed into 
the passenger train. A brakeman of the 
coai train was thrown under the cars, 
but was uot severely injured. 

A wrecking train arrived shortly after 
12 o’clock. The tracks were blockaded 
until late iu the afternoon. 


SOCIETY IN WASHINGTON. 

THE SEC RET OF SOCIAL SUCCESS AT THE 
CAKITAL. 

Tlie material for a salon very possibly 
exists in Washington, but tho most of it 
is a little raw and nnhusked. Tiiu aver- 
age Congressman is uot going to worry 
himself into a dr^^ss suit, and go to some 
clever woman’s house merely to tilk, to 
discuss public questions, and say bright 
things. lie prefers to do that at tho 
Ciipilol, and have it printed in the 
Record, or pour it into the interviewer’s 
ear,and have it spread broadcast through 
his district. His ideas of sociability in- 
clude a bounteous hospitality, and are 
inseparably associated with bodily food. 
A thin wafer witli a glass of gooseberry 
syrup and water will not satisfy, stimu- 
late, nor adequately reward his expecta- 
tions, founded upon even a verbal invita- 
tion. Ho appreciates terrapin and 
cliampagnu, and getting them, seeks for 
tlie ulterior motive. “I’ve been asked to 
dinner twice this session by Smith. What 
I do yon suppose fie wants?” queried a 
perUirbcd Congresstnan, And this is tlie 
all too usual view taken of even tho sim- 
plest and most friendly hospitalities ex- 
tended for good-fellowship’s sake. 

I The family ot a certain high ofiicial of 
j means came to Washington intent upon 
setting an example of .Spartan simplicity 
and frugal elegance in tlie way of entor- 
I tuiiimuiits. T'liey sent out engraved 
I cards a fortnight beforehand, and the 
! heated and crowded guests were regaled 
' with a vision of a young lady, a teapot,

THE IRON nUSlNESS. 


WHAT FIIKK OllK WOUKH DO. 


Foreign ores mined in the Mediter- 
ranean are soid at $2 to $2.r)0 per ton free 
on board. Tiiis is the cost for ores in 
Spain, Africa, and on tiie Isiand of Eihn. 
In tho mines in Africa and Eiba tho 
methods of mining are crude, and there- 
fore the cost is high. Fieigitt rates on 
ore to tho United States liavo varied from 
8 shiliings to 21 shillings per ton. For 
some time they have averaged 11 shillings 
or $2.75, per ton. Tlio cost, therefore, 
laid down in Phiiadeiphia is $4.75 to $5.25 
per ton. Tite ores range from 55 to 00 
per cent of motaliic iron, and are very 
low in phosphorus. They are so much 
lower in phosphorus than tho Lake 
Superior ores that they may bo mixed in 
equal proportions with Now Jersey, 
Ponnsyivania, and Virginia ore and yet 
keep within the limit of 1-10 of 1 per cent 
of phosphorus in tho pig-iron. Tho 
greater part of our imports of ore from 
Europe come from tho Island of Elba. 

Tho other sources of our supply of 
foreign ore are tho Sign a and Juragna 
Mines in Cuba. Concerning tho Cuban 
ores, Thomas II. Graham, a mining 
engineer of Philadelphia, sent out to in- 
spect the mines, reports: 

“The Cuban Uessoinor iron-ore range 
extends along the Hank of Siorre Maostra, 
eastwardiy from Santiago do Cuba, and 
is about iifteeu miles long. The axis o 
the range lies about four miles back from 
tho Caribbean Sea. It is unquestionably 
one «f the groat specular iron-ore regions 
of the world, and is bound to inlluence 
vitally the future of that part of tho steel 
manufacturing industry in the United 
States which is situated east of tho 
Alleghenies.” 

In tho fail of 1882 American capitalists 
purchased those mines, and wore granted 
.many privileges by tho Spanish Govern- 
ment. Tho American company operating 
them is called the Juragna Mining Com- 
pany. Since 1884, they have shipped 
775.000 gross tons of ore to tho United 
States. The ore, as shipped, contains 02 
per cent metallic iron, and 3-100 of 1 per 
cent of phosphorus. The cost of mining 
is about $1 per too, tfausportation from 
the mine to the place of shipment 50c., 
and freight to the United States $2. 
which, with 50c. profit, as allowed in all 
tho above culculatious. making a total 
cost, laid down in Philadelphia or Balti- 
more, of $4, or, with duty paid, $4.75 per 
ton.

(1) above gives tho cost as it is at 
present since the rise in the cost of ore 
and cuke, while (2) shows what tho cost 
was before the rise in the price of 
materials. They are the estimates of 
the Iron and Steel Trades Journal of 
England. 

Nothing shows bettor than these figures 
that with free iron ore the furnaoos along 
the Atlantic Coast would have nothing 
to fear from English cunipotition, since 
England cannot now produce pig iron as 
cheaply as we have seen that it can be 
made on our seaboard with foreign ores 
on tho free list. 

‘ It has been shown that tho Eastern 
District is the only one which cun bo 
alTooted by foreign competition, and is, 
therefore, tho only one which the high 
protectionists can by any possible means 
present before Congress us being in need 
of “protection.” In this district nou- 
Bossemer pig iron was made in 1802 at 
less than $14 per too by the Thomas Iron 
Works, and is made to-day by the same 
works at $13.05 per ton; pig iron is made 
in Virginia at less than $10 per ton, and 
cun be made in liebauon county, I’eiin- 
sylvunia, at not to exceed $11 per ton- 
costs wiiieh, next to those in the South, 
are the lowest in the country. So far as 
the production of iron, us distinct from 
steel, is couoerned, tliereforo, this district 
has all the advantages of cheap fuel, ore 
and low costs, and is not in need of any 
protection whatever. 

But over one-half of the pig iron made 
in 18811 was Bessemer. The production 
of Bessemer pig is destined to increase 
faster tlian lliat of non- Bessemer, us the 
figures of production show. Gur native 
supply of ore has not been sutlicient for

It is in tho 
shape of a perfect imitation of tho coH- 
bri, the smallest singing bird in tho 
world, and found only In Africa. Tho, 
Imitation is tlio exact size of tlio real 
bird, even to tho most minute details of 
the plnmago and legs, hut wdiat is more 
marvolons still Is the fact that tho imi- 
tation emits from its throat a song of 
wonderful lieanty and sweetness, exact- 
ly like tho original. 

Tho little bird is placed in an exqui- 
sitely colored tortoise shell box, 2* inches 
by 8i inches, and when a small spring Is 
pre88e<l a small silver lid on tho txip of 
the box springs open, the colibri jumps 
up like n thing of life, sings, swings, 
moves its tall and wing, and the l>eak 
works in a perfect manner with tho 
harmony from its throat. Aft<*r tho 
song is finished the bird disappears 
within tho V)ox and the lid flies shut, 
leaving tho Ik)x perfectly smooth. 

This exquisite pi$ce of mechanism is 
sold for $75. It is said that only one 
man in Switzerland can make these, and 
that each one takes him a month to per- 
fect and finish it. It is a wonderful 
piece of work, and crowds are being at- 
tracted to tho store. — Tobacco. 


An Imprisoned Fish. 

Tho writer of the following— a corre- 
spondent of The Chattanooga News— 
evidently wanted to fittingly wind up 
tho fish story 8ea.son: My cousin owns a 
watennill, oind in removing some ob- 
structions found an immense log im- 
bedded in the stream, which must have 
been submerged for a number of years. 
The log had to l)o cut in two to remove 
it, and much to our suriirise we found it 
hollow, althongh it had every appear- 
ance of being solid.

Htiiciilc of rortiiKuose .Authors. 

A German contemporary, The Voss- 
ischo Zeitung, draws attention to the 
number of suicides which have lately 
taken place among Portugue.se authors. 
Last Juno the aged poet Gastello Bran- 
co, tho best liked novel writer of the 
country, shot himself. He was well off 
and had a numerous family, but had 
lately suffered from a msdady of the 
eyes. Shortly before his death he had 
written a novel in which voluntary 
death was praised as the most beautiful 
close to an ac^ve life. His funeral was 
celebrated like that of Victor Hugo in 
France. 

A few weeks later tho author Silva 
de Braga took his own life after writ- 
ing many reylistic novels in which the 
hero always committed suicide. On tlie 
23d of July a school director and secre- 
tary of tho municipality of Alinada, 
Professor Arthur Mattos o Lemos, took 
his life in a hotel in Lisbon with a re- 
volver. In a letter to his wnfo ho de- 
clared that tho earthly lifo offered him 
no more room for the development of 
his mind. On the 25th of the same 
month Professor Fre<lerick Augustus 
Oom, director of the Royal observato- 
ry at Ajada, also shot himself. Ho was 
only 45. 

Tho Girls stood by Him. 

Robert Smythe, the waiter who was 
placed In tho St. Andrew’s jail for an 
assault on Mjinjiger Carter, of the Al- 
gonquin hotel, had his trial last week, 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of $4 
with costs, $-1.75— in all ^S.75 — or to bo 
imprisoned forty days. Tlio female wait- 
ers in tho hotel on hearing tho result 
raised tho amount, and in a body went 
to tho jail and paid it over to tho jailer, 
thus securing Smythe’s release. They 
took Smythe up in tlieir arms and car- 
ried him from the jail to tho street, and 
gave him three hearty cheers. They then 
escorted him to the railway station, and 
before ho stepiied on board the car was 
embraced and kissed by some of his fe- 
male admirers, and as tho train move<l 
off they suliitotl their protege with 
cheers, just tho same as men would do.

HIGHWAY EXPENSES. 


^I:tyov Hibbard touched upon a popu- 
lar theme when be called attcutiou to the 
•enormous increas? of highway expenses, 
as the Mayors of many other cities which 
are similarly situated, referred to the 
same subject, and the question is engaging 
■quite general attention at this tme. 

It must be confessed that the present 
method in Newton is nut satisfactory. In 
spite of the iniincuse sums spent upon our 
streets for scveial years, they were never 
in such poor couditiou as they are to-day. 
Fortunately, at the present time they are 
•ooverod with ice and snow so that the in- 
■equalitics in the road-beds are hidden, 
*but complaints of the bad condition of 
the streets has been general the past 
year. 

One reason for this is of course the great 
•extent of our roads, and the many miles 
•of streets, and Newton’s extent of terri- 
tory always does duty for an excuse wheu 
anything is not just what it should be. 
It is a rather superficial excuselhowcver, 
and the present mayor and highway com- 
mittee are manifestiug a praiseworthy 
•disposition to go to the bottom of things, 
•to find out the loose screws and tighten 
'them up, to see that articles bought for 
the highway department are used for the 
highway department, and in short to see 
nf some better system than the present 
•old-fashieaed one can not be found, 
whijU will give mire satisfactory results 
lor the money expended. 

By the present system a street is put in 
•good condition at an expense of thous- 
•ands of dollars, and it is then left to 
Cake care of itself for years, until the 
complaints become too loud, when the 
•expeusive process is repeated. This is a 
Kuivival of the old town system, when 
the f.irmers were called upon to fix one 
({i.itch of road one year, foj work out their 
highway tax. and an.ither patch the next 
year, and so on until they had gone the 

• lotm l.s, when the first p.itch was again 
/in need of patching. 

Vow it would .seem to bo possible to 
hit upon some better system than this, to 
/introduce a little of the iutelligcnce and 
•uconomy that a man employs in his 
private business, and this is, we under- 
stand, what .Mayor Hibbard intends to 
•do. During his visits in Europe he paid 
•especial attention to the way the roads 
•are cared for in England, France and 
<»ei many, where the roads are marvels 
•of smoottiiiess, as all who have cycled 
‘over them know. They have there some 
such system as this: each .road is par- 
celled out into districts, ami a district 
gi veninto the c ire of one. man. He has a 
wheelbarrow ami otlier tools, gravel is de- 
‘i><)Mted in a convenient place, and he goes 
vivei his section every day, filling in 
••.v leie any sign of weai apj/ears, gather- 
' ii'g tip loose stones, eleaning the gutters, 

• -n ting weeds, gathering up the dirt in 
. ittie jfiles, which are removed by a cart 
c. ri<‘quetit into vaN. .\l the end of the 
. ai a prize is given for the best hecti<in

arc such straightforward mi'll that they 
wish to he taiken as meaning just what 
they say, without a thought of any men- 
tal reserva’ions, or of pronouncing a 
verdict that can bo interpreted in any 
way the reader pleases. They will 
doubtless resent this imputation on their 
honesty and revise their tariff plank so 
that all suspicion of trying to evade or 
sliunie ma y he dissipated. 

Thk Newton Kepnhiican Ward and 
City Committee has organized for the 
coming year, and Mr. U. H. Gardiner of 
(Miestnnt Hill succeeds Mr. C. H. Coflin 
as chairman. The latter resigned, as his 
work on the Uopnhlicaii executive state 
committee will take all his spare time. 
His resignation will bo a loss t-j the com- 
mittee, as Mr. Coflin was never an ex- 
treme partisan, and his conservative 
met hod 4 were more sncoessfnl than 
radical measures would have been in 
such a city as Newton. Ho has loft an 
excellent record for bis succcsor to fol- 
low. 

Mr. Harvey C. Wood was elected 
secretary, and under the leadership of 
.Messrs. Gardiner and Wood, the commit- 
tee will probably make it lively for the 
opposition. Only twelve out of the 
twenty-one members of the committee 
were present, some of the wards not be- 
ing represented. 

Mr. James T.Allon was reelected treas- 
urer, which will bo gritifying to all who 
may have bills against the committee, as 
he has an enviable record of always see- 
ing that bills are paid promptly. lie and 
Chairman Coflin were always sensitive on 
this question, and this gave the commit- 
tee a first class reputation in the city. 
Mr. Alien’s rceloctioii is an assurAiico 
that the old policy is to bo continued in 
the future. 

A call is issued by a committee ap- 
pointed at the meeting of Ward Three 
Tax-Payers, for mass meetings of citi- 
zens in all the wards, to consider the 
question of sewerage assessments, and to 
appoint committees to confer with the 
Ward Three Committee to see if a more 
equitable plan cannot bo secured. 
There is certainly no harm in this move- 
ment, and it would be productive of 
much good to have the matter more fully 
discussed. Those who favored the pres- 
ent method said that the plan adopted 
was better than any other that bad been 
considered, but they gave no reasons for 
their statement, and there measure was 
pushed through with such haste that it 
left the great majority of tax-payers dis- 
satisfied. Such being the case, a full 
discussion of the matter will be benific- 
ial and the recommendation of the Ward 
Three committee should be adopted. If 
the plan that has been adopted is the 
best of all possible plans, it can easily bo 
shown to be such, but the tax payers are 
not willing to accept it as such merely 
on the unsupported assertion of any two 
or three men. * 

Wk have received irora the National Ex 
ecutive Silver committee a bulky pam- 
phlet entitled Silver in the 5Isl Congress, 
etc., and evidently the silver mine owners 
are making a determined fight to boom 
their metal at the expense of the govern- 
raeut.The politicians of both parties seem 
to be about equally afraid to oppose these 
silver schemes, and there are serious 
charges of a silver pool among Congross- 
meu and Senators, w-hile open and un- 
blushing olTers are made to pass the de- 
sired silver legislation if the silver men 
will vote for certain legislation that they 
want enacted. The friends of honest 
money have certainly a good deal to fear 
from Congress under such conditions. 

The Newton Hopreseiitativ es to the 
General Court .did not secure any very 
great plums in the distribution of com- 
mittee positions. Senator Gilman is 
cliainnaii of the cuinmittce on public 
health, and is a ineniber of the commit- 
tee on meicaiitilu allairs, and on woman 
suiTrage. Although they seemed good 
positions. In the house Mr. Dwight 
Chester has a position on the iiisiirauce 
conimiilee, for which he is.iii every way 
(pialilied by his long ex^/erience in busi 
ness, hut his other position on the com- 
mittee oil library is not of any special 
('apt. II (Ward as lie has been jilaced on 
the committees on edneatiun and on par- 
ishes and religions societies, two commit- 
tef> which have a good of work to do. 


A ilRooiu iNK gcntlcitiau told a friend

Also stated 
that the Hospital Charitable and Industri- 
al committees w'ould soon receive notice of 
W’ork to be done along their Unas of inter- 
est. At Thank.sgivingnud Cliristmas time, 
barrels and many packages of clothing anti 
supplies had been distributed to the Wll- 
llstou and Pomroy Homes and the Associ- 
ated Charities, and Mrs. Allen and other 
members of the Guild had ncconiplishe<l 
much ill quiet charities. A letter from the 
Flower Mission liad been received w’ith 
thanks for courtesies of the past year, and 
tlie hope of continuance in the coming sea- 
son. A short report of previous meeting 
and reue]ition was read by the secretarv, 
and tlien the paper of the afternoon was 
given. 

—Mr. Joseph C. Trowbridge died at his 
home. No. i:t8 Hawthorne street, Chelsea, 
on Sunday evening, of paralysis. He was 
born in Newtoiivllle In November, 1824. 
At an early age he developed alilllty as a 
bass singer, and in 185<» he was a member 
of the celebrated minstrel company known 
as Ordway’s .Eolitins at Dr. (irdway’s 
Opera House on the old Province House 
site. Subsequently he was one of tlie pro- 
prietors, under tlie style of Morris Bros., 
Pell & Trowbridge, of tlie organization 
which, at the .same location, delighted more 
than one generation of Bostonians with 
burnt cork minstrelsy. He established an 
opera house on School street and the Cun- 
tinental 'Theatre on Wasliington street, at 
tlie corner of Harvard street, and was for a 
few j'oars connecU^d with the Howard 
Atlieiiieum, under tlie firm name of Rich, 
'Trowbridge & Hart. He retired from 
active business several 3 ’ears ago and 
settled in Clielsea. Mr. 'Trowlirldge was a 
personal friend of the late Benjamin 1’. 
Shillaber, and was remembered wltli 
souvenirs ill the W’ill of tlie genial liiimor- 
ist. He was of a cheritable and liberal 
disposition, and will be reiiieiiibered by 
iiiaiiy kindly acts. In the death of Mr. 
'Trowbridge passes away the last of those 
nromiiieiit in coiiiiection with the famous 
Morris Bros.’ minstrels, wiiose names were 
hoiiseliold words anioiig all classes fur so 
many years.

Lorenz .KaIU was nn i\utlu>r; and ho 
was, ntorci»vcr, one of flic fow who are 
prosperous, lie was widely lead; his 
books sold rapidly, and he received, in 
consequence, larjje loyalties, which 
placed him in comfoi table circumstances. 
Ho had accomplished the necessary for- 
eif^n travels.

The .Tanunry numlier of the New Eng- 
land Magazine is ita tHiriatmas nnmlier.

and big bolls. Longfellow’s beautiful 
“Christmas Hells” is printed, a fac-similo 
of the first page of the manuscript of the 
poem being given.

Other illuRlrated poems are one on 
Trinity Church, Hoston, with a full-page 
view of tho noble tower of Trinity, and 
one by Hamlin Garland, "Music Land,” 
accompanied by a flue copy of Crawford’s 
statue of Hoethoven in Mtisiq Hall.

School Notes. 

A special meeting of the Class of ’01 
was held a^rece.ss, Monday, Jan. 12.

Tho 
other business transacted was that the 
present foot ball team shonld meet with- 
in one week and elect a captain from 
some df the lower classes. It was also 
decided that tlie school join tho Junior 
Interscholastic league and that tbo cap- 
tain of the team represent the school at 
all of the league’s meetings. Henceforth 
in tbo Tug-of-war teams the combined 
weight must be OOU lbs. Tho meeting 
then adjourned. 

Through tho kindness of Mr. Goodwin 
the writer was introduced to tho deport- 
ment report system now in operation at 
the High school. This system was 
started the first of tho school year and is 
working with utmost satisfaction to tho 
teachers and would bo to the jiaronts if 
they wore acquainted witli its methods. 
Every teacher has a printed card on 
which they write tho date, tho recitation, 
the class, their name and the pupil’s.and 
tho offense whicli has been committed. 
These cards are taken to tho office 'ind 
the pupil is called to account and re- 
quested that ho will refrain from com- 
mitting again the trouble which he has 
caused. Tlieso cards are placed in a 
drawer divided off alphabetically and by 
classes and here they are kept fur future 
reference. As no mark is given on the 
quarterly reports as rogaids conduct, the 
only way that tho parents can lind out 
about tlio behavior of their cliild is to 
call at tho scliuol and inquire. In forma- 
tion will be freely given if any report has 
been sent in by any of the teachers; if 
the pupil’s conduct has been satisfactory 
and there is no need of complaint, then 
there will bo no card in tlie urawer. By 
this system teachers are somewhat re- 
strained from reporting when they are in 
a hurry and stirred up by some outside 
reason when pcrhajis tho scholar was not 
strictly to blame. If the cards with tho 
same iiupil’s name keep iiicrcnKiiig, a 
written report of tho iiupil’s conduct is 
sent homo and tho parents are thereby 
informed ttiat their child’s conduct is not 
what it should bo to comfort with the 
school rules, and they are retniestcd to 
see that it is improved. If the report 
cards still come in with the same 
regularity, ttioii tiie school will take tho 
pupil in band and act as the conduct of 
the school requires. This system to 
have any hciicfic to both parties niiist be 
used. The parents are invited to call at 
the school during school hours and make 
themselves better ac«]uainted with their 
child’s conduct; by so doing every thing 
can work with satisfaction to the teucli- 
ors and tho parents. Mr. Goodwin in- 
forms tiio writer tiiat on an average lie 
receives one call everyday from parents 
who are interested in the school and 
their child’s advancement. Ho would 
like to see more and lie could then feel 
tliat tho parents are taking an interest in 
the scliool and its work.

TBK COTTAfiK HOSPITAL PIIYRIMAMS I»K- j 

“IBK TO .MAKP. THKiri OWN NOMINA- j 

TION.S. 

The trustees of tlie Newt^^n Cottage 
Hospital Corporation hehl an important j 
meeting .Momlay afternoon, in response 
to a request (*f the executive committee. ' 
to consirler wliat action sliould be taken i 
regarding the offers of resignation of the I 
medical hoard of the hospital. 

'fhe medical board is made up of eight ' 
members— four physicians of each scliool. ' 

I Its president is Dr. Otis E. Ilnrit. The ) 
constitution of tlie hospital corporatit»n i 
permits the hr>ard to nominate tlie staff 
members. Tliis year, when the nomina- 
tifiiis were mhmitted to the executive 
committee, tlie name of Di. F. L .Me- : 
Intosli, wIjo liad served on tlie staff for I 
two years, was dropped. The recom- 
mendation to drop Ills name came from 
the Iiomeopatliic side of the hoard. ^ 

The reason for dropping Dr. Mclntosli’s 
name from the list to comprise the staff 
is .said to have been on account of liis 
failure to observe certain rules in regard 
to bis work at tlie hospital. 

Wlien tlie executive committee learned i 
that the name of Dr. McIntosh had been 
dropped, a meeting was lield, and the i 
secretary authorized to send a com- 
munication to tlie medical boaid, re- 
questing that Dr. McIntosh. he reinstated 
as a member of tlie medical staff. 

Tlie letter was forwanled. and brought 
in return the offers of resignation of the | 
eight members of the medical hoaid. In 
the most courteou.s manner possible it | 
was stated tliat the hoard could not con- I 
scientiously recede from its action. I 

A letter from Dr.McIntosh to the hoard, ^ 
apologized for his neglect, and stated 
tliat it was not intentional, and that lie 
would strictly observe the rules in the | 
future. 

The letter, of course, was not received 
until after the appointments of the medi- 
cal staff had been made, and, consc<iuent- 
ly, a new man had been named in place 
of Dr. McIntosh. 

The medical board decided that it 
could not, under the circumstances, make 
any change. 

Tlie matter was debated in all its 
details by the hospital trustees Mon- 
day. 

The majority inclined to the opinion 
that the medical board had the right 
under the constitution to make its 
nominations, and lliat its action should 
he indorsed. 

In order to put the matter in the 
pleasantest way possible, so far as Ur. 
McIntosh was concerned, it was sug- 
gested that the executive committee 
should witlidraw its letter requesting the 
reinstatment of Dr. McIntosh, supple- 
mented by tlie request that the hoard 
restore him to meinliership next year. ! 

After considerable turtlier discussion 
the matter was referred hack to the ex- 
ecutive committee for amicable settle- 
ment, and ti meeting of that body will he 
called immediately for that purpose. 

The Newton Cottage Hospital w.as the 
first institution of its class in New Eng- 
land that lias successfully brought to- 
gether in harmonious relations the phy- 
sicians of both schools of medicine. 
Since its incorporation, in ISSO. the mem- 
bers of the medical hoard aud staff : 
until the present time, have worked to- 
gether harmoniously. 

The present difticulty, .although unfor- 
tunate, will undoubtedly he pleasantly 
adjusted. 

In regard to the present eonipllcation. 
Mr. E. A. Wliiston, .-ecretary of tlie New- 
ton Cottage Hospital Corporation, says: 
"Wlien Dr. M«*lntosli eaiiie to Newton two 
yi*ars ago, lie at onee entered upon a larg** 
practice wliic-li luul h»*»*n left without a 
family piiysioian i»y tliedeatli of Dr. Kcitli. 
He was appointed a visiting pliysiei in at 
the hospital and Ids profes>ional >kill there 
lias Iteen liiglily regarded by the maiiage- 
iiient. But iiuiliily owing to the pre>sure 
I of hiisiiie's lie ilid not afteiid earefnlly to 
j tile d»*tails <tf tiie rules for tli** guidaiue of 
; attending iiliy^iclans, >ueli as regi>teriiig 
! Ids name at em-li u-it, and making a full 
I record of liis eases. Tin* medical l*oard. 

1 wliieli lias always been very vigilant in its 
' care for tlie lio>pitaI, called Ids attention to 
! tliis neglect. He stated ids regret to a mem- 
1 her of tiie lioard. wldeli statement «lo«*> not 
seem to liave come to tlie knowledge t f tlie 
! full hoard, Imt >till was not afterward eare- 
I fill ill ihe ohservance of the rules, 
j Tlie hmird then il»*eidtHl tliat in s» uding 
in the nominations fur isiu tliey mii't 
I name anotlier pliv>lclaii in Ids place. The 
I executive eommlttee were not willing to 
lose so good a man from tlie >ervieeot tlie 
liospital if tlie matter »'ouId be e mipromis- 
ed in any way. and hail >everal vonfereiiees 
with tile medical board, with tlie timil ' 
result tliat tlie lioard were not willing to i 
reinstate Dr. .Melntosli on tlie regular staff 
for tlie present year, hut nominated him U' 
a consulting iihysleian. Tlie executive 
committee were not >atisfied witli tills, and 
anotlier remiest was made to tlie hoard to 
nominate Dr. Melntosli to Ids former 
luisition. 'I’lie Board did not think tliD 
wise, and unanlnioiisly resigned tlieli' of- 
fices."

The drivers of the fire reels in com- 
panies t, 2. 3, .*) and 0 petitioned to have 
their pay increased by $50 a year. 

A petition to run a telegraph wire 
from the house of J. H. Chase to that of 
J. W. Lockett was granted. 

A communication from the board of 
trustees of the Free Li In ary was re-’ 
ccived, asking for a special appropria- 
tion of $2,7iKi, for the publication of 
a catalogue. The communication 
stated that the last catalogue was 
printed in 18S0, and that a new one was 
indispensable to the usefulness of the 
library. 

Alderman Sheppard presented two ver- 
bal petitions, which he aftei wards re- 
duced to writing, one fiom Senator (HI- 
man, asking that the pond in Farlow 
Park be flooded for .skating purposes, 
and one from Mr. bawin, master of 
the Bigelow school, asking that the 
pond bo kept drained during the winter, 
AS the hoys were continually breakini:

Aldermuu Crehore reju'rfcd an order, 
aptu-oprl ifing $7*50 for four new lire 
I alarm stations, the approju iation having 
been left out of tlio annual biulgel on 
account of tbe quarrel between the two 
luanclics of tbe city council. 

Alderman Ilarbach said bo did not 
object to Mu* boxes, or to Ganiewcll 
: lioxes, but be tbougbt there sbould be 
some examination of other fiystems, and 
SCO if clieaper boxes which were used in 
other cities would not answer. 

Alderman Crehore said ibe order did 
not call for any special boxes, the matter 
being left to Ibe ju Iginent of tbe tiro 
i committee. 

j Alderman Harbacb said tbe order 
! called for four boxes and gave a lee way 
I of $4.50. 

I .Vlderman Crehore said there was some 
I doubt a.s the cost of construction, etc., 
but the committee would spend only 
wbat was necessary. He would like to 
.say, however, that ho was in 8t. Louis, 
recently, and found that they bad pul in 
the Ga'mewell .system in 1858. and were 
now using some StX) Gamewcll boxes, 
for which they bad paid $125, Chicago 
was also using Gamewcll boxes, and if 
these two progressive cities, were still 
using the old Gamewcll boxes, originally 
put in. and i>refcrred them to any other, 
Newton would make no ini8t.tke in using 
j them. 

Alderman Hyde said that Newton bad 
' no use for tiio Stevens boxes. Ho 
understood that it was claimed that Mr. 
.Stevens was once one of the bead work- 
men in the (Jamowcll factory. IIo bad 
looked the matter up and found it to bo 
true, his busines.s was to paint the out- 
side of the boxes. There was also the 
Omaha box, but it wa.s au experiment. 
Watertown had just taken out Stevens 
boxes and put in the Gamewoll. 

Alderman Ilarbach asked Chief Bixhy 
what he thought of the Stevens boxes. 

Chief Bixhy said he did not know of a 
place where they were always a success. 
'I'lie man in Worcester who bad been the 
strongest advocate of the Stevens boxes 
bad just been discharged for intoxica- 
tion. He did not tliiiik it fair to sand- 
I wich in a lot of poor boxes in a tire 
j system. 

! In answer to Alderman Hyde he said 
I ho knew of no city which used the Stevens 
I system only, only some small towns have 
! it. 

I The order w.as passed, with only one 
dissenting vote. 

I On motion of Alderman Luke $70,700 
were appropriated for city expenses dur- 
ing January and February. 

The committee on sowers wore author- 
ized to advertise for sewer pipes. 

Ou motion of Alderman Hyde the 
ordinance commiteo were asked to pre- 
pare and report rules and regulations 
referring to the supervisor of wires. 

James Hutchins who petitioned for 
damages by the widening at corner of 
Warren avenue and Biver street, was 
given leave to withdraw. 

MURSK FIELD. 

D. B. Emerson, J. W. French, the 
Nonantum Worsted Co. and other Now 
ton citizens and taxpayers, represented 
that they owned property in Watertown 
on the south side of Charles River, and 
represented that they had petitioned the 
Cieneral Court for the annexation of the 
district to Newton, .and the granting of 
the petition would not only enhance the 
v.aluc of the property, but also that in 
adjoining portions of Newton, and would 
prove a great benetit to the city. They 
asked to have the city council further 
the petition in evei'Y way they could. 
The petition was referred to the com- 
mittee ou legislative matters. 

Tlie board then adjourned.

; near him at Jamaica Plain, and again ! 
since ho enino to Newton, while all the 
iiifcrvonlng time they had kept up their 
friendship and intimacy, ho conUf speak j 
strongly as to the wealth of his frieml- i 
ship, and of tho noetic element in his ' 
n:\tnro Ho saw tho nohio character in 
man which was often hidden beneath a | 
rough exterior. His reverence for his 
calling and his ideal of a minister were 
dwelt upon at some length. Mr. Butter’s 
address was tlio trihnto of a warm person- 
al and appreciative friend. 

After singing, led by Bov. Mr. Patrick, j 
Bev. C.A. Dickinson of Berkeley Temple, 
Boston, was introduced, who gave a 
most excellent address nputi the scope 
of cbnrch work, showing the great work 
which lies at the doors of all onr 
; clinrches and wliicb is so largely noglcct- 
' ed, and then by request giving a brief 
sketch of how this work is carried on 
under Ins leadership at tho Temple. 

Ho referred to Dr. Joseph Parker’s 
experience with working men in London, 
j Como in, said ho to them, just as yon are 
j in yonr work clothes, with your dinner 
I nails if necessary; and they came in 
largo numbers and bo invited their opin- 
ion freely mid about the churches. 
They wore full of criticism and said 
many unkind things about churches and 
church members. But said Dr. Parker, 
wbat about tho Nazarcnc? O, he’s all 
right, was tho almost nnanimons re- 
sponse. They had separated the two, 
the Nazaretio and his followers. While 
Unding plenty of criticism for tho latter 
they had none for tho former. There 
are certain groat principles and ideas 
I which lie at the heart of church life. 

The groat iincstion to bo asked is, is it a 
; church of the Nazarene; do not care 
j about it.s externals. Are they making 
I more of life than of form. Is tho main 
work that of saving souls. 

I Christ .adapted himself to the mnlti- 
I tndo, all classes, tho average peoi)le. 
Let tho chnrch do the same. First and 
.alw.ays the chnrch should sock to save 
the lust, it should have an . aggressive, 
out-pushing and evangelistic spirit. If 
the world is to bo evaugelized then the 
church must use evangelistic methods. 
Our largo churches should bo better 
manned with bettor paid workers. This 
idea that tho one p.astor can do all things 
in our largo churclios is wrong. Tho 
church should do tho work now done so 
largely by outside organizations. Tho 
churches should minister to the people 
every day and not Sundays alone. He 
had been the pastor of three difTerent 
churches, and the results would have 
been four-fold if the work had been 
supplemented by a single assistant. 

Berkeley Temple is open everyday with 
some one always in attendance, and you 
would be surprised to see how glad the 
people are to find tho opportunity to 
recognize tho church as a homo and a 
place of resort. 

It was an able and forcible presenta- 
tion of the case by one tensely interest- 
ed, who ha.s given tlie subject much 
thought and seems in his own experi- 
ence to be meeting in a practical way 
this important (luestion.

Thin {r tlio apt titio tliat Thomas G. 
Shoarman gavo to indirect taxation in 
liiR paper road Itofore the American 
Economic Society at its recent Hostion in 
WaRliin^ton. Mr. Shearman justified 
tho term “crooked taxation” as prefer- 
able to “indirect taxation,” because un- 
der tho system, however uanted, taxes 
are paid to the K<»vernmont by perstms 
who are autliorized and expected to re- 
cover tho amount from some one else, 
with interest and profit, upon which tlic 
law places no limit. Under such a sys- 
tem no one can toll how much tax ho 
nays, and it is always certain that a 
lar^o portion of the final burden is per- 
verted to private use and profit. ilaviiiK 
thus justified his definition, Mr. Shear- 
man proceeded to arraign “crooked tax- 
ation” for all the evils that are attribut- 
able to it. 


Legal Robbery. 

Tho constitution of tho United States 
ompiiwcrs congress to “lay and collect 
taxes, duties, imposts and excises to 
pay the debts and provide for tho com- 
mon defence and general welfare of tho 
United States.” Only this and nothing 
more. Neither tho .payment of debts, 
tho common defence of tho country nor 
the general welfare of tho people demand- 
ed an increase of taxation. Tho purpose 
of tho McKinley bill was avowedly to 
promote certain class intoroats to tho 
detriment of tho general welfare. Tho 
supremo court has already said, in a 
famous opinion delivered by the late 
Justice Miller, that to take money from 
tho pocket of one man to transfer it to 
tlio pocket of another is none tho less 
robbery because it is done under the 
form of taxation. Tho same principle 
applied to the McKinley bill would wipe 
it from tho statute books and serve no- 
tice on congress that it has no power un- 
der tho constitution to use the form of 
taxation as a blind for enabling one 
class of tho people to rob another. 

Is It a Failure? 

Some recently published commercial 
statistics indicate that the McKinIcv law 
is a failure, and that tho United States 
Minister in Rerlin is glad of it. The 
trade reports for tho final quarter of 1800 
shows that Uorlin’s American trade as 
compared with the preceding quarter has 
increased $204,181. Frankfort’s trade 
with Amorirn for tho same period shows 
an increase t)f .$27,201. Tho United States 
Minister, tho lion. William Walter 
Phelps, as soon as tho consular figures 
W’ero received sent them to tho foreign 
office and galled attention to tho gratify- 
ing aspect of affairs. Uul the McKinley 
law was passed for tho av.)wed purpose 
of suppressing importation from Europe. 
If it isn’t doing it it is a failure; it can’t 
reduce the revenues without shutting 
out imports. We renew tlio advice w'o 
have already given tho Hepublicau party 
to pass another bill increasing duties. 

Good Advice. 

Although tho Kepublicau majority in 
Congress has paid little attention to the 
strenuous demands of the Western or- 
gans for the immediate repeal of tho 
tariff law, advice continues to come from 
tho same section. Thu St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, which is one of the organs 
that has not yet recovered from the 
shock of tho November elections, warns 
tho managers that tho voters who left 
tho iiarty on that occasion have made up 
their minds to stay away unless the 
course of tho inanagement is changed. 
It says: 

It IS tho duty of tho Uepublican load- 
ers to face this fact sijuareiy ami deal 
with it in a proiU|)t and reasonable way. 
Tho lesson of tho late electi«>n is so plain 
that there is no excuse for misunder- 
standing it. Those who say that tlie 
result was an accident are wilfully l)lind 
to its obvious and positive causes, and 
the course which they are now pursuing 
is calculated to bring about a similar cal- 
amity two years hence. 

This is very good advice. But, really, 
the pros])ect is that it will bo altogether 
thrown away. Whatever may bo tho 
“lesson of tho late election,” tho time 
that remains before the 4tli of .March 
ends the Kepublicau control of Congress 
is too short for tho iirofitable application 
of what has been learned. 

The Obvious Swindle. 

The United Stute.s Con.sul at Krn<lford 
England, recently ni)plied to -a manufac- 
turer of womens and children’s ilress goods 
for certain in formation in regard to tho 
McKinley tariff. On such goods weighing 
over four ounces per .s(inare yard the bill 
puts a tax of 44 eeiits per pound and 50 per 
cent, ad valorem. The theory upon which 
this muiihtrous impost was framed is that 
it takes four poumis of unwashed wool to 
make one pound of cloth, and since the duty 
on the wool is ll cents per pound, for the 
benefit of tlio wmd grower the weight duty 
Is put at 44 cents per pound. Then the duty 
of .W per etiiit. ad valorem is cla])ped on for 
the speolal joy of the manufacturer. 

The first tiling tliat tlie Bradford expert 
tells ourcoiisulls that Italian clotlis, wlilch 
are included in tliis paraurapli of tlie Me- 
Kinley bill, are coinposeu or cotton warp 
and wo(d filling in about equal parts. Six 
styles of goods in most common use are 
mentioned, ranging in price from ifi i-2d. to 
27»1. per yard at tlie factory. In tliree of 
tliese cotton weiglit exceeds tlie woid 
welglit. In one case tlie cotton excei‘ds tlie 
wool as 20 to 13. Tlie consequence of tills, 
to tlie Ainerican consumer, is obvious, Tlie 
“eonipensatory duty," so called, given to 
offset tlie duty iiuld by tlie American man- 
ufacturer for his wool, takes effect on the 
cotton also, for which no conipensation Is 
needed or was over elaimed-ln public at 
lea.st. I'o Illustrate : In a piece of Italian 
cloth costing 2aJ, 144c) per yard, and con- 
, taining .W yards, there are 20 pounds of 
cotton wari> and 13 pounds of worstetl weft, 
the total weight being aiipounds. Tho theory 
of compensatory duties would reiiulre only 
$5.75 special duty on the jdcce 1 e., 44 
times 13. But the actual specific duty is 44 
times 33, or $14.52. To this is to be addeil 
the ad valurem duty of 50 per cent., which 
is $11.77 more, making the total duty on 
53 yards $20 18, which is etpial to 112 
per cent, ad valorem. A yard of this cloth 
costing 44 cents at the place wiicie it is 
made Is taxed at our custom house 50 cents, 
so that the cost to Ameiican women is 04 
cents, plus all the chaiges for freight, in- 
surunci*, aini the profits «if impor(ei>. job- 
bers and letaller.s idiis also the diith's 
levied by the other McKinley bill (the Ad- 
niinistiative act) on the "laNe.s costs, 
charges and expenses" for shipidng the 
goods. A woman baying at a retail Ntuie in 


the country would be charge*! for this style

WO.MAN’S WORK. 


A I.KCTUltE DKI.IVF.IIKI) IIV MISS A. .M. 
llKKClIKIt. 


Ou Tuesday afternoon Jan. l.'lth, Miss’ 
A. M. Boechor spoke to tho Nowtou- 
villo Woman’s Guild on “Woman’s Work.* 

Contrasts between the present and 
past of woman, in her opportunities, 
activities and life are so familiar both 
from frciiueut repetition and observation 
that it wore 'almost a waste of time to 
recipitulato. 

Granted as it is that woman has felt 
tho glow of tlio celestial ichor wliicli 
thrills the universe and has realized to 
some extent tho change brouglit by tlio 
years, not only to her environ moiits but 
to her, she stands partly interrogating 
while partly achieving. 

Slio is to-d ly so far at liberty to ex- 
ecute her own designs and desires, that 
she is herself largely atifault when there 
is failure. Of course 1 speak iu gonoral 
t^rms and so, repeat, that very largely 
she is responsible for defeats and failures 
iu final issues. 

Woman recognizes herself ns one of 
tho human children of the one common 
Father and resents any intimatioa in 
theory or practice that she is less or 
other th<in a human being complete in 
her outfit, ntid thoroforo to bo recognized 
as a worker iu lines where ail her ciuiow’- 
meuts may be utilized. 

Ilut there is still many a woman who 
dues not realize all that is involved iu 
thus taking her place iu tho world as an 
accountable, responsible bumau entity 
and energy. 

She is yet sockiug by all mcatis to 
k now Mhat of the world’s work belongs 
to her and finds such varied theories and 
ways of reaching conclusions that often 
puzzled, she is shrinking from tlie 
suiirch, almost wishing to retire before 
tho arduous talk. To combat old habit, 
to meet unmoved the fierce frowns of 
custom, grown old even to imbecility, 
to keep force and c«mrage always awake 
and active is no small tax upon her 
energies. 

The imputation of strength of miiul 
ba^ lost its terror and is received as 
simple and Just tribute to a conceded 
fact. 

Though tho term “being unsexed” 
still holds some fear for sensitive souls, 
the goblin is tiio cliild of false stand- 
ards that have been set up for man or 
woman. To man has been attributed 
all of strength, all of reason, wisdom, 
judgment, practicability in the niamigo- 
mciit of alTairs, all responsibility in 
olYeiico and defence, and to him has been 
delcgate<l all of power and uiiclialleiiged 
he has accepted tlioso prerogatives, ex- 
clusively. That all these belong to liim 
should be uuclialleiiged except iu the ex- 
clusive. 

To woman has been accorded a general 
and specific weakness and inability 
which has made sustenance and pro- 
tection necessary. .Slie has been taught 
that lier native modesty, delicacy, her 
fine iututions, Iicr spiritual inspirations, 
her attractivene.ss (which appeared to 
consist priiiciiially in licr weakness) and 
so, her influence witli men would all bo 
sacrificed if she attempted to find and 
utilize any of her truest ondovvnionts. 
Intuition was to servo for reason, blind 
confidence iiistea*] of enlightened judg- 
ment, and clinging dupendonco must 
quench tlio tire of tlie soul in its aspira- 
tions to know and to be. All this is 
untrue to nature and demuralizing in its 
results. ' 

Not one attribute of the nolilo true 
man that is nut e8suLtial| to the noble 
true woman. Not one quality attri- 
buted, us’ a specuil endowment to wo- 
man, not needed to make tho whole, true 
man. 

When misfortiiiio comes as it does and 
will, more and more, as business of all 
kinds becomes precarious tlirough tlio 
instability of legislation tampering fur 
partisan purposes with all the industries 
of the country, it becomes the motlior, 
wife, daughter, to be prepared to do at 
least a share of the world’s work, tliat 
she may lighten if not lift wholly the 
burden from shoulders of broken despon- 
dent inanhuod. 

Within the circle of our own acquaint- 
ance may we see this illustrated. 

As woman has been in the past man’s 
best helper so in the changed and cluing- 
iug euuditions following close ujioii the 
car of urogress, she should keep even 
pace with him. 

The chivalry of tho past from which 
sprang the protective tlicory doubtless, 
did credit to man's nature and impuIseH 
iu that far oiT time, but the days of 
ladies fair immured in the castles await- 
ing rescue by errant knights, days of 
bandits and liigliwaymun, are past. 
Civilization spreads her maul lo over all 
and so iudioates the need of otlier styles 
of cuusideiatiun from the stronger to 
the weaker sex; no longer do the 
stronger bold exclusive muiiopuly of 
struiiglli, and the weaker fuel the need 
of the demaml fur strength mental, mural 
and physical. 

Thu question of work is no longer one 
of sex but of litiioss. No one can do the 
best without a sutlieieiit motive, but 
when there is, Carlyle’s words are true, 
and as true of oue sex as tlie other. 

“There is a perennial iiubleuess and 
even sacreduuss in work. 

'rbe whole soul of a man is composed 
into a kind of real banuoiiy the iustuiit 
he sets lifmself to work. 

Labor is life. Blessed is be who bus 
fuuud bis work, let him ask fur no other 
blessedness. Woman knows that idle 
self-iudulgenee is not for her. iu spite 
of habit, of inertia, of custom wbioli lias 
so strung a hold upon bur, she is thrilled 
with the eunvictioii (liat she too inherits 
tlie miluru of tier Futlier aud that to her 
comes the i'ommuiid. “Be ye peifecl" 
and that iu ucliieviiig this perfection 


she must move along tho lino of that law 
which gives growtii and strongth only to 
Rctivily iind use. 

KxprcKsion, activity, use, opportunity, 
motive, are the levers I bat move the 
world, woman has come int<i the iuhIi 
and swirl of tiieso activities. Will slie 
supinely drift or take tlie guidance of 
her life and make tlie best of licr *»ppor- 
lunitics and poHsibilitics? 

Woman becomes tlio arbiter of her 
own destiny. Tho restless desire to give 
expression to powers so long dormant is 
nut accidental not moaninglcss or aim- 
less. 

What is the meaning of this associa- 
tion and tbouHand4 of others Hcatterod 
over tho world, what of tho scliools for 
domestic and fine arts, for physical cul- 
ture, the clubs and guilds for moral, 
mental and social development and use? 

Sliut off from mostof the employments 
tiiat ongroHsod our grandmotliefs, the 
woman of to-day with enlarged capacities 
and greater breadth of power, deeper 
insight in the wants of tho world, is 
absolutely pushed into tlie areria of the 
world’s work, and often uucousciouR of 
the force beliind tier is putting latent 
powers into harness fur largest use. 

Education, culture, require consistent 
living. Our public scbuols, colleges and 
uiiivorsitios, for the over increasing 
iiumborH, ready to avail of every advan- 
tage. 

Incroased opportunities for self ex- 
pression are an incentive and a great re- 
sponsiliility. and woniau has come from 
inutbering tlio little brood witliiu her own 
homo to mothering the world which she is 
beginning to realize is the mother’s care, 
duty and glory, since no wlioro is there 
child of any statue, of any age, that is 
not the mother’s child. 

Methods vary, opportunities difTer, 
well nicant energies about old Iiabits re- 
tard. Mistaken efTorts create prejudice, 
but the law’ of being can never bo stayed. 

Fifty years ago Margaret Fuller said 
witliuut attaching importance iu them- 
selves to the changes demanded by tlio 
cliampions of woman, wo bail them qs 
signs of tho times. Wo w’ould have 
every arbitrary barrier tlirown down, 
every patli laid open to woman .as fully 
as to man. Wore this done, wo believe a 
divine energy would pervade nature to a 
degree unknown before, and a ravishing 
harmony of tho splicres would ensue— 
tlien will mankind be ripe for this, wlieti 
inward and outward freedom for woman 
as much as fur man shall be acknowl- 
edged as a light, not yielded ns a conces- 
sion. 

Woman needs not a.s woman to act or 
rule, but ns a nature to grow-, ns au intel- 
lect to disoern, as a soul to live freely 
and unimpeded. “Man partakes of the 
femiDiiie iu Apollo, woniuu of the mas- 
culine iu Minerva.” To the soul poised 
upon itself, no loss, no cliango can bring 
dull discord. 

Great changes in mechanic art and 
labor saving release tho mutlicr and 
liousowife from many arduous duties. 
Corresponding febauges in art, science 
and educational processes, iu the profes- 
sions aud general literature, to all of 
which there is an open dour for woman, 
liave brought her into euvironmeuts for 
whicli she must prepare herself. Tho 
call “conic up liigher,” has reached her 
too, and from tliis more elevated outlook, 
she finds she may cuter tho field, not as 
an idler, but as one destined to bear her 
share of the burdens even iu tlie beat of 
llio day. Slie sees that altitudes are 
not gained but liy climbing, tliat strcngtli 
is only granted to struggle aud exertion, 
that slie must take her part in the 
world’s redemption. 

Woman’s work is never done from 
cradle to grave, for even in the cradle 
must the motlier’s training begin, that 
the occupant may becuroe in time able 
to accomplish the turning of tho tides of 
liumati life toward the hour of true 
pence. Her work is coextensive witli 
human life aud waut. 

There is no time w hen her energies arc 
not neetled. Who are they who stand to- 
day at the open doors of hospitals, re- 
formatories, charitable institutions of 
all kinds, who stand behind ail those 
with untiling labor, uudiiunted courage, 
persistent energy, patient hope, with 
tiiougbt, prayer and sacrifice? 

Even the institutions supposed to be 
owned, perpetuated aud luesided over by 
men — our churches, are confessedly iii- 
debte j to woman, not only for the major 
part of their cunslitiieiits, but for the 
spiritual and materia) sustenance, which 
keeps tliem alive, otherwise would they 
go into liquidation, bankruptcy and 
oblivion. 

Even ill politics is she to-day a power 
beyond her kuu unless she is observant 
of tile trend of events, not as yet a sulli- 
cieiitly acknowledged power, but one 
destined as surely to bring to fiuition 
the cuds and aims she has iu view, as is 
tlie sunliglit to bring to fructification tlie 
germ hidden iu tliu ilaiik tiark soil wliich 
will, in time, bud and blossom and fruit. 

It is afiirmcii that tliero is to the New 
.Jerusalem twelve gales aud each is sup* 
posed to open up a way to the lieart of 
tlio city, where all m.ay meet aud recount 
tho interesting passages from their re- 
spective journcyiiigs. 

Let the north, soutli, oast or west gate 
open to those who travel along tho lines 
that termiuiitc in either. There is room 
and a pl.aeo for all, and tho strongest bar 
to the finding of tliis place seems to mo 
to be iu tho ubti usiveuess of petty self. 

The tremendous propurtious of the 
little porsuiial pronoun I, too often bars 
tho way to the entrance to either gate of 
the home of the soul, where persoiiali* 
ties will be merged in individuality, aud 
the fraternity of Iiumaiiity will bo real- 
ized. Where tho wandering iu the wild- 
oriiess will iu rotrospoctioiioocome finger 
words guiding away from the falseness 
which so prolonged those waiidurings. 
For bo you sure, that uo city of any New 
Jerusalem will terminate our labors or 
our growth. 

We may build for ourselves, if wo will, 
palaces with golden streets and pearly 
gates wherein wo may live, uii and on, iu 
mud hovels aud insecurity ami sorrow. 
Our present aud future habitations are, 
aud will be, of our own conslructioii. 

Our status is within (he reach of our 
own effort; our progress aud our termi- 
ualiuiis are under the control of our own 
desires and wills, and the part we play in 
the great drama of life is of our owu so- 
lootiun.snve iu the uiiimpoi taut and brief 
side plays of tli5 persoiiulity, when 
cliuiico and oircumstaiico got temporary 
control. 

Kiiiersoii says. “Wo do not guess the 
to-day, the moou and ptiwer of to-mor- 
row. When wo are buildiiig our being, 
of lower states, of acts, of routine and 
sense, we may tell somewhat, but tho 
master pieces of God, tlio t >tal growths 
and universal movenients of tlie soul are 
iiieulculable.” Wliatever change may 
come, whatever is acliieved in tiie pres- 
ent or tlie future, all must begiu willi 
tlio individual, ami tlie cliuiucter must 
stand foiuvur the basis of all lefoi uiiilorv 
nowur. Time for growtii aud growth 
iioiii routs tlowii deep iu the soil of 
right, aud ligiits tiiese witli the sun- 
siiiiio of faitli, witli the dews of heaven- 
sent conscious brotliei hood, will prtiducu 
tlie iiigliest fruits of liigliest soul cul- 
luie, a harvest of human achieveiueuts.

BOSTON’S rOSTMASTRE. 


The postmaster-ship situation in Bos- 
ton is attracting a good deal of attention, 
Gen. Corse's term is almost out and the 
only objection that can be made against 
him is that he is a Democrat. The general 
sentiment among the rank and file of 
Republicans is that it is purely a busi- 
ness matter, and that therefore such an 
excellent official should be re-aupointed 
\Yithout any hesitation, if the administra- 
tion wishes to remain true to its civil 
service reform professions. 

But Postmaster General Wanamaker 
does not believe in re-appointing a Dem- 
ocrat if a Republican candidate for the 
office can bo found, and ho probably has 
the sympathy of Senator Hoar, who has 
the most to say about Massachusetts’ 
appointments, the Senator being so con- 
stituted that ho cannot be convinced that 
any one who differs from him in politics 
can be a good man. 

The Boston Herald interviewed a large 
number of business men, and found the 
sentiment all one way, in favor of the re- 
appointment of Gen. Corse. The three 
Newton men whose opinions wore quoted, 
were emphatically of this opinion, and 
their words were as follows: 

J. Edward Hollis of Hollis & Snow, 35 
Kilby street, said: “In Newton, where I 
live, we have had a Democratic postmas- 
ter re-appointed by the request of Repub- 
lican and Democratic voters alike. He 
is an efficient officer, and his poiitics is 
not taken into consideration. Therefore 
wc Repubiicans united with the Demo- 
crats in petitioning the President for his 
retention in the postoffice. The case of 
Gen. Corse is somewhat similar. Al- 
though it is not proposed exactly to re- 
move him, it is suggested that a Repub- 
lican should bo appointed in his place at 
the expiration of his term. Now, he 
bas made a good postmaster in all re- 
spects, and 1 d )n’t think it is advisable 
to replace him by a Republican simply 
on political gio inds. For which reason 
it might be be>t to re-appoint him in 
behalfj|of the cause of civil ser\ije re- 
form, unless, indeed, fully as good a man 
of the Republican party should be eligi- 
ble,fof which I am not confident, from 
tvhat 1 have heard and read.” 

Mr. J. Richard Carter of 240 Devoii- 
.^hire street was enthusiastic in his praise 
of Postmaster Corse. “He has made an 
excellent official,’’ said he, “and for my 
l»ait I would like to see him remain 
where he is. If this question was left to 
me, Mr. Corse would not be disturbi d. 

1 have no political feeling. It would be 
unfortunate for the business interests of 
the city to see him succeeded by some 
one no*; his equal in administrative 
iibility.” 

Mr. E. W. Gav, 122 .State street, said: 
“1 am a Republican, but J don’t believe 
in removing an eflicient officer simply 
for political purposes. 1 have heanhno 
complaints against (Jen. Corse, and he 
seems to have given genjr.il satisfac- 
tion.”

'J'lie engin-.'cr uho w ere consulted were 
M(h-.r.s, Ruduljdj llcring of New ^ uik, 
l-Mwanl A. ]fu.->s and Edot Claike of 
ifoston, ai.il they have given ilieii nn- 
qiiaiili-ed ap]Muv.il of the plans, 'flit m- 
t;n;;ineei.s are of huch eminence in llieir 
pi toe.sni 111 that they may he considei ed 
sihexpL-ils, and the i>eojde of N.-wton 
in.iy 11 '.' assured that no valid objeclions 
<■111 be made agains'. t!ie plans, whatever 
may be thought of the method of asses- 
mentb to j»iy for the carrying out of the 
plan s. 

'I'lie streets iii which the sewers are to 
be laid uie to be decided ujioii l/y the 
(,'il.v Council, uc' ordit g to the htuternent 
of the cliuiimun of the sewerage commit- 
tee, so that the adupHun of the jdans 
does not cany with it a decision in 
regarti lu stieets. 

Ihe way seems to be clear now for 
work to begin as soon as the weather 
w ill allow, a f4tiO,(>hG .Sewer l^oan being 
aulhori^ed Mond.iy night, to run 2h years 
at 4 per cent. Thus there is every pros- 
pect that cerlaiii portions of Newton will 
be ready fur connection with the Metro- 
politan sewer by the end of the piesent 
year, and this cannot fail ol having a 
beuilieial dleet upon the health of the 
city. 

'J'jir. new catalogue of the Newton 
Free Libiaiy, for w hich money was aj>- 
projn iated at the City Council meeting, 

Monday night, will certainly be a great 
convenience to all the patroua of the 


library, and .Vldcrman Coffin deserves 
great endit for his rfTorla in pushing the 
matter through. The ohl catuloguo is 
practically useless, ns it wirs piiuted 
eleven years ago, and eontnins loss than 
half the books in the library; the supple- 
ments which have been issued from time 
to time arc better than nothing, hut 
none of these have been issued lately, 
and the general reader lias to visit the 
library and consult the .card catalogue, 
if lie desires to tiud out what .books arc 
in the library on any paiticulir subject. 

Since the street cars were put on. 
West Newton and Newtonville people tlo 
this, but those on the other side of the 
city, who Are so unfortunate as to have 
no street car connection with the centre 
of intelligence, are much nearer to Bos- 
ton than they arc to Newton rroper. As 
Alderman Hyde s.aid, something should 
he done to aid these uuforluuates, and as 
we can not give them u street car line 
down Centre street, wo can at least give 
them a cabaloguo. 

With the second largest city library in 
the state, it is important that the facili- 
ties for consulting it should bo in koep- 
"ifl- * 

Thk anti-silver meeting in Boston was 
a very successful demostration by the 
promiuout business men of that city 
without regard to party, and it will 
probably have some effect in bracing up 
the New England Senators and Repre- 
sentatives at Washington. 

Senator Hoar is so taken up with his 
force bill that ho does not appear able to 
see any other dangers, and he is oven 
accused of being willing to trade votes 
for free silver coinage in exchange for 
votes for bis bill, although this may bo 
au exaggeration. He has certainly, how- 
ever, not spoken against the silver craze 
and done uothiug to show that be was 
opposed to it. His force bill takes up 
all his time, and yet there is no evidence 
that the bill is favored iu any part of the 
country, and many of the leading Repub- 
lican jiapers are outspoken iu opposition 
to it, and declare that JSenator Hoar is 
wasting the time of the Bonate that 
ought to be devoted to more important 
matters. If the Senator could only take u 
less partisan view of public quostious,he 
would be one of the best Senators this 
state has ever had at Washington. 

So far Representative Walker is the 
only Republican New England represen- 
tative, who has given evidence that he 
appreciates the dangers of the free silver 
movement. 

The New City Government held its 
first meeting after inauguration an Mon- 
day night and everything went along 
like clock-work. The sessions began on 
time, and although a recess was taken, 
it was only a short one, and both branch- 
es were ready to adjourn by 8.30. The 
new alderman appear tube a wide awake 
set of men, and they evidently mean to 
make a good business record, and iu this 
they are in perfect accord with the old 
members. The same spirit seems evi- 
dent iu the lower branch also. 

A LEGISLATIVE Committee has been 
added to the list of committees of our 
city council, so that matters before the 
legislature iu which Newton is interested 
may be propel ly looked after. It is au ex- 
cellent idea, but the question comes up, 
will the members Lave to bo registered'? 
No fund has been provided for them to 
draw upon for the giving of dinners at 
the Algonquin, and how can they hope 
to secure any legislation without funds? 

One notable iliing about the Ilosjiital 
controversy is that no one is accused of 
neglecting patients, or doing any thing 
to lessen tlie efficiency of its work. It is 
not a sti uggle of old school against new 
school but it began simply as to obedi- 
ence to hospital rules. There is nothing 
'vbatever to diminish tlie warm interest 
of the people in tlie hospital and in u 
short lime the whole difficulty will be 
settled.

The receipts in- 
cluding a balance of $3510.30 left over 
from last year, were $14,139.90; expendi- 
tures, $10,544.70; balance in hands of 
treasurer, $3595.20. 

The special receipts fur account of new 
buildings was $5729.75; expenditures, 
$3700; balance on hand, $‘2029.75. 

The treasurer’s report also acknowl- 
edged the receipt of $10,000 from the 
city of Newton for the purpose of con- 
structing a new contagious ward. Of 
this sum, $0832.50 bas been expended, 
and there is a balance on hand of $:3I07.- 
50. The report further states that the 
total cost o. buildings, furniture and 
grounds to date is $34,038.20. Au insur- 
ance of $23.9(X} has been placed on the 
buihlings and $0*200 on the contents. 

The linauce eummittee’s report stated 
that the ward for the treatment of con- 
tagious diseases. for wbicli tlie city had 
generously appropriated $10,000, liad been 
practically completed. The ward or 
buihling for the care of private patients 
was also nearly ready. The latter had 
involved an expendiluro of about $7000, 
wliicli must bo providetl for entirely by 
voluntary aid. The present building 
fund is inndeciuate, and tlie committee 
therefore, appeal tor aid to enable the 
completion of the iinpurcant work. 

The report of the president of ^ho cor- 
poration, Mr. J. K Leeson, acknowledged 
tlie generous support, given to tlie hos- 
pital by eiiizens during the past year, it 
alluded to the great loss sustained by 
the death of Miss l\tlmer, the former 


been appointed to attend to the matter of 
furnishing and in a few days a statement 
will be made in the local papers relative 
to the cost of the furniture rccpiircd for 
each room. 

Reference is made to the death of Mrs. 
E. L. Collins and Mrs. J. L. Roberts, 
former momb’rs of the board, and of 
their labors and gonorons charity in be- 
half of the hospital.

SEWERAGE SYSTEM ENDORSED. 


WHAT 1M50.M1NKNTKN01.SKEHS SAY OF .MH. 
NOYKS’S FLANS. 

The following letters have been re- 
ceived by the Committee on Sewerage; 

Neav-Youk, Dec. 2iul, 1890. 
To the Joint Special Committee on Sewerage^ 
Newton, Mass. 

Gentlemen In compliance with your 
request, I have visited the City of Newton, 
inspected the territory for which a system 
of sewerage has been designed by the City 
Engineer, Mr. Albert F. Noyes, and have 
from time to time examined and discussed 
with him the plans he has prepared for the 
same. 

I find that the necessary preliminary 
studies were made with great care, and the 
fundamental data assumed are such as to 
secure both economy and efficiency in the 
construction and operation of the system. 
My long acquaintance Avith Mr. Noyes and 
my knoAvIedge of his ability, lead me fur- 
ther to infer- that he will carry out this 
work with the same conscientious care 
Avhlch characterizes the present study. 

The sewage of the city Is all to bo de- 
livered Into the Metropolitan Intercepting 
sewer soon to be built along the sontli 
banks of the Charles RlA’er. This .sewer 
Avill connect Avith the Boston Main Drain- 
age Works, all the sewage of which is dis- 
charged at Moon Island after being lifted 
by pumps about 40 feet. The design of the 
NcAvton .system lias been so arranged, how- 
ever, that in the future, if deemed desir- 
able, the higher portions of the city may 
be readily intercepted by a lilgh Metropoli- 
tan SeAA’er. Avhieh could discharge the sew- 
age at Moon Island Avithuut pumping. 

To confine the proposed sewers to the 
reception of scAvage alone, without any 
admixture of either rain or sub-soil water, 
is proper and Judieions, in view of the 
limited capacity of the Metropolitan Sys- 
tem, and the distance to wiiich the sewage 
must be carried, as well as in view of the 
present necessity for pnm|)ing the entire 
contents of the sewers. | 

The rainwater removal can be treated 
independently. The several brooks con* I 
tained Avithin the city limits and the 1 
proximity of the Charles River, as Avell as ‘ 
the possibility of carrying much of the 
rainwater in gutters, offer iinmermis facili- 
ties for disposing of it. Its collection, 
therefore, need not be affected by any 
plans for the collection of the sewage. ; 
The removal of sub-soil to . the .sewers, ■ 
should be considered in coiiheetion with 
them, as it must he prevented from enter- 1 
ing, and Mr. Noyes has specially |*rovided 
in the design for its collection ami delivery 
............ «itlier upon the surface or into drains, I 

, , which discharge into the brooks or the 

matron, and expressed aiqneeiatiuu of -^iver, 

J'he territory has been divided into ' 
natural drainage districts, each of Avhieh

riie reception and instruction of pupil 
nurses was iiitei nqiled by llie* illness anil 
deatli of Miss i'alnier and in coiise(]uencu 
Lbu nninber lias lieeii too small to siipjily 
tlie needs of Hie liosjiilal and lo give 
reasonable response to the calls of Hie 
Stull for ouiside iinrsing.

Hare has been taken to provide Hie must 
favorable routes for tlie scAvage, taking ad- 
vantage of the topography of the city, and 
seeking economy in constnictiun lust as 
far as euiisisteiit with Hie snecessful work- 
ing of Hie system when constructed. 

Much inure time has been devoted to this 
qnustioii of economy than is iisnal in tlie 
designing of sueli Avurk, and I think the 
results obtained well justify the extra time 
devoted to the study. 

'I'he matters of routes liave been ex- 
amiin‘d by tho City Engineer and myself 
independently, and then opinions Avere 
eoiiipared and the most desirable route 
adopted.

Newton As.sueialod Clinritie.s. 

There was a nuH*ting at New ton Centre 
last evening in tlie Methodist church under 
the anspijces of tlie Newton Associated 
Gharities. Tlie President, R. A. White 
gave an address. He said in substance: 

I am not to speak a sermon this evening 
hut fur the sake of grounding the principles 
of onr work in the New’ Testament iwhere 
they belong, 1 will taken text. Acts III : (5. 
“Then Peter said, .silver and gold have 1 
none; but -such as 1 have give 1 unto thee; 
In the name of Jesus Cliylst of Nazareth 
rise up and walk.” I am a great believer 
In the New Testament. So much so that I 
believe it is not only able to teach us the 
w’ay to the other world, but that its bed 
rock principles are the only final solution 
of the problems of this present w’orld. 
Here in a half dozen verses it unfolds the 
central principle of the only efTcetive 
charity. * 

The ai»ostle Peter practiced “Sclent! lig 
Charity’’ eighteen hundred years before 
“Scientific Charity’’ was ever thought of. 
This beggar asking “an alin^’’ and expect- 
ing to rnc(*ivp. something is a t yn»* of tlie 
average modern beggar. The man “out of 
w’nrk’’nsks alms. The poor woman with 
piteous tale about “sick children” asks 
alms. The family poor through habits of 
drink asks alms. The shiftless and in- 
dolent asks alms. The short and easy cut 
in all this business has been t<i give alms. 
Alms to the sick, to the niifortunat(‘, to the 
drunkard, to the shiftless, alms to all irre- 
spective, like a physician who gives one 
medicine for all diseases, notwithstanding 
every dose iiinkes nine (tut of ten of the 
patients worse off timn they w’ere liefore. 

Tlie most of us would have given the | 
Jewish beggar a dollar and gone »»ur way i 
quite content to think no m(»re about the | 
matter. Not so Peter; he gives tlie man ( 
what was infinitely better than many 
dollars, In* restored him to lienltli, aiul 
made him eapalile of earning ids own 
dollars. Here in a word then is tlie new 
idea which is fast pervading modern 
eliarity, “people are to he bellied to help 
themsolve.s.” Not alms hut that ea|>ahility 
of self support wliieli has no need of alms. 

Christ gave no alms. He gave people 
health and moral courage. I'liis is far 
from saying that dollars and material 
benefits are never under any eirciimstaiu es 
to he given. t)n the contrary tliere will he 
a large proportion of instances where the 
only effective way to help a man to help 
hiniNelf will he to give him some temporary 
material aid in money, elolhes, or food. .V 
man oat of work w ith no moii(‘y must have 
food and fuel until work is found. 'I'lie 
siek woman lu’eds a doctor, hut must have

IS STANLEY A PI KATE? 


Mr. E. L. Godkin, in tho February 
numhor of The Forum, undertakes to 
prove that the expedition to relieve Emin 
was clearly a piratical uiidert iking, since 
ij; had tho sanction of no government and 
its leader was responsible to no |)ower. 
In the course of the argument Mr. Godkin 
sitows that tho sympathy for P^inin which 
caused the expedition to he uudortakcu 
was a sentiment horn of tho Gordon 
myth, .and ho points out tho curious 
fact tliat tho people of Africa, owing to 
tho slave trade, have always been regard- 
ed as lit spoil for pirates oven by civilized 
nations who hold no such uotious' even 
about any other savages. Mr. Godkin 
expresses the highest admiration for 
Stanley’s coumge and endurance, aud 
approves of hiscouductof the expedition. 
It is its legal chaiactor only that he crit- 
icises.

EUGENE FIELD THINKS IT ENORMOUS 


OREED TO UROFIT IMMEDl.VTELY. 


Mr. Henry (?ny Carlton has gone to 
the tronhle of reviewing at some length 
the amusing criticisms which Mr. Bud- 
yaid Kipling has passed upon the people 
of this country— their customs, habits, 
manners and peculiarities. Unfortunately 
the tone of Mr. Carlton’s review is not 
dispassionate; Mr. Carlton himself ap- 
pears to attach altogether too much 
importance to the young Indian’s criti- 
cisms. 

The truth would scorn to bo that Mr. 
Kipling is an unusually bright fellow, 
who enjoys a somewhat exaggerated 
opinion of his own brightness; it is quite 
natural that ho should bo somcwiiat 
swollen in vanity, for he has been llattored 
to an amazing degree since he woke up 
one morning and found himself famous, 
writes Eugene Field to the Chicago 
News. We certainly should expect to 
find youth susceptible to the charms of 
compliment, and wo are free to doufoss 
that w'o recognize a distinct loveliness in 
that freedom and confidence with which 
youth gives expression to those views 
whioh it invariably has upon all human | 
things. 

Mr. Kipling’s literary work is faulty, 
but it is brilliant and strong. There may 
be, as Mr. Carlton avers, 20 newspaper 
reporters in New York city capable of 
doing as good work as Mr. Kinling has 
done; at the same time they have not 
done it, and Mr. Kinling has. 

The error into which Kipling appears 
to have fallen is an o’erweening greed to 
profit at once by the reputation made by 
his earlier publications, ile is bulling 
his own market. The trade instinct is 
big within him. Mr. Kipling’s business 
method are not those of a literary man; 
he is a hustler, and we fear that ho is al- 
so n paranoiac. He believes in haying in 
sunny weather, no matter whether there 
is any grass or not, and he is w'orking 
his boom for all there is in it. 

Nobody should take to heart what this 
young man has to say of this country 
and its people ;much that he says is true. 
We are very different from other coun- 
tries, and ID that diffcteuce should we 
find continual reason for devoutly return- 
ing thanks to the Almighty. If there be 
aught of praiseworthiness in the progress 
of civilizition, should wo not be grateful 
when our own civilization stands forth 
as the conspicuous illustration of that 
progress? 

We hope that Mr. Kipling will go ahead 
with cracking his whip; he is young and 
lusty and full of fight, and these things 
help to keep other things moving. Wo 
hive much more respect for the sauci- 
ness of youth than we have for the hypo- 
crisy of age. in other words, when we 
think of the absurd tl itteries and lying 
arts wliicb certain foreigners liave em- 
ployed to mulct us of our money and 
good opinion we are disposetl to regard 
.Mr. Kijiling’s combitive periness as re- 
freshing and praiseworthy to a degree.

Driif^eists Who Disaifrco. 

A corre.spundeiit of a St. Petersburg 
contemporary lias published the results 
of an Inquiry’ ho made into druggists’ 
charges, and by so doing he has caused 
fear and trembling among the apothe- 
caries of the city, who dread some gov- 
ernment order on the subject. The in- 
quiring individual pre.seuted to fifty- 
nine different apothecaries a prescription 
for a solution of boracic ivcid 1,000 
grammes in iiuantity and 3 jier cent, in 
strength. For this lie was charged vari- 
ous prices from thirty kopecks up to a 
ruble (100 kopecks), and even up to one 
ruble seventy-six kojiecks. And he mode 
the solution at home for about two or 
three kojiecks. This was bad, but w’orse 
follows. There was as great variety in 
strength as in cost, for out of fifty-nine 
druggi.sts there were eight different ways 
of reading 3 (ler cent. In the 1,000 
grammes of water there was any’thing 
from half an ounce to three ounces of 
boracic acid.— London New.s.

Hon. lionjnmin Htittnrworth is a Ho- 
))ub1icnt) and a protcctioniat. Ho wnn 
the champion of tho Homo Mni kot (Hub 
in tho flohato with tho Tati IT Hoform 
Loaf^uo in 18S8. Hut ho protoatod 
af^ainat tho MoKinloy bill aa a hardaliip 
to tho country and a dangoi to liia party. 

In hia apoooh in tho Hotiao of Hopre- 
sentativoa last May ho aaid: 

Itia propiiaod to continuo to exact of 
thia people a bj)unty for tho prodneora 
«-of copper. It ia jtroiioaed to onablo 
certain individuala in the United Statea 
to liavo a corner on nickolod atoel. It ia 
propoaed to ronutvo tho tariff on aiiffar, 
subatantially, atid at tho anmo time 
require the people to pay a bounty to 
cncouraRo tho production of that article. 
Now let mo ahow just how' unecpial and 
unjuat thoao aoveral proviaiona are in 
their operation, and I have only mention- 
ed a few, allowing witlioiit doubt tho 
prohibitory duty impoacd on certain 
articlea, which liaa tho ofTect of aimply 
wiping out certain buaineaa establiah- 
monta which are old and proaperoua, and 
conducted, by tho way, by oarncat and 
devoted Uepiibllcana. 

First let iia take the queation of copper. 
During tun years, as I have stated, tho 
people of this country have contrihutod 
of their hard-earned wages many millioiih 
of dollars, fur whicli they have no con- 
sideration whatever. It is a mere 

g ratuity and extortion. Tho same may 
0 said of one-half tho money paid for 
nickel in tlie United States during the 
same period. The same m.ay bo said of 
tho increased cost of tin proposed in this 
bill. An examination of tho reports will 
show that there is no supply of tin in 
this country, and tho hope that there 
will bo some paying mine discovered is 
not based upon any disclosures of which 
any intelligent miners have knowledge. 

The Pnnpor Labor. 

Mr. Butterworth said again: 

“There is much more dilTeronco in 
wages within our ow’ii border than there ia 
between Pennsvlvania and Ontario. But 
the folly of this protenso becomes a))- 
))nrent when you come to survey tho 
eninloye whoao interest wo vistensibly 
seek to protect. Oo to tho fishing-smacks 
and find them all manned by Canadians. 
Oo to the mills and find tho spindles fed 
by children who were not horn under 
our flag, and whose parents are not 
' naturalized. Go to many of the mines 
anil find them worked by men who arc 
of the very character and quality against 
tho influence of whoso labor when it is 
exerted elsewhere we protest with such 
earnestness. Tho fact is that our un- 
rovised system is to-day, taken in con- 
nection with unrestricted immigration, 
more in the interest of that class of labor 
that is constantly talked about as the 
pauper labor oi Europe, and which is 
coming to our shore, than it is of tho 
American citizen, and by tho American 
citizen I mean tho native and naturalized 
citizen. If some of the gentlemen who 
have been before the Ways and Moans 
Committee would search their pay-rolls 
they would find that in some cases not .'i 
per cent, are citizens of tho United 
.States.” 


A Nole of WniTiiiig. 

And again: 

I sound this tioU; of warning, and 
whatever this House may decide, and 
although it way resound with iilaudits 
of utterances that a Chiiicso wall is the 
security of <»ur poo^ile, yet I assert that 
there never was a time in tho history of 
tho Republican party when it was in 
more danger of defeat than upon this 
one suggested idea that it is permissible 
to levy tribute upon all the people of 
this country of tl.’i.OOO.ooo to confer a 
benefit upon a few hundreds by going 
beyond tho imposition of a protective 
tariff necessary to remove inequalities 
and impart to competition the quality of 
fairness. Equalizing opportunities is not 
exacting tribute. Creating inequalities 
is producing the very evil tho protective 
system was intended to remove. 

The event of tho election fully justified 
Mr. Butterworth. Tho Republican jiarty 
was overwhelmingly defeated on tho 
issue of the McKinley Tariff. And still 
tho leaders show no appreciation of the 
situati<»n in which they find themselves 
ns the result of their folly. 


The Sail Tax. 

Look at tho tribute paid to tho salt 
monopolists. Wo imported in 1881) 

701 worth of foroigii taxed salt. On 
every pound of it received in bulk tho 
consumors had to pay 8.’) per cent, duty, 
and on every pound in bags -I f per cent. 
Tho treasury thereby colloctod a revenue 
of $40!), -1:].") which it did not need. Tho 
domestic ))roduction of salt is worth 
about $5,(KJ(),tKK). By tho operation of 
the tarilT the price of this homo ]>roduct 
was greatly enhanced. How much it 
was onhaiiced cannot bo stated exactly. 
Tho incroaso in the price of tho domestic 
Pioduct on account of “protoction” has 
been estimated by good authorities at 
not less than $“,()()U,()()(). On that basis 
tho jiooplo of tho United States )iay for 
the ju'ivilego of using salt a tax of some 
$2,.'>(K),(JO() per annuni. In 1880 just 4*J81) 
men, women and children were engaged 
in making salt in this countiy; and for 
tho benefit not ovon of this small nuni- 
bor, but of the handful of millionaire 
employers t»f this small number, 00,(M)0, 
OCMI citizens bear the odious salt tax. 
Fanners, why not join with -lames A. 
Garliehl and Levi R. Morton in asking 
Congress for free salti* 

Duties on Crockery. 

When ovorybody ato from pewter 
platters common plain white crockery 
was a luxury. Now it is a necessary of 
life. And yot thero is a duty of .7.7 pur 
cunt, on the commonest imported w hito 
jilatos, cups and saucers ami other table 
ware. If the crockury is decorated it is 
taxed 00 per cent. In other words, tho 
|>rico of the goods is increasvd over onu- 
Iialf by the tarill. If there were no tax 
tho nrico of w hat now costs $1. >7.7 to $1.00 
would bo only $1.00. 'I'ho lariner's 
wifo who buys $.7.00 worth of iinjtorted 
crockery pays a tax of at least $1.75 to 
tho Governniont. If tho crockery is 
made in this country shu ]>ays some- 
thing, and probably about the saniu 
amount, to tho homo munnfactiirer. 
Tho doniestio |iroduction is about $10,- 
ooo,tKH) worth a yoar. Tho importations 
of earthen, stonu and chinaware in 1880 
amounted to $0,280,30.7, on which tho 


duty paid was $3, 0.7.7, 020. If the price of 
the domestic output was correspomlingly 
inereasod, then, at tho very lowest 
calenlation, tho country pays a tax of at 
least $7,000,000 per annum for the 
privilege of using crockery. This is 
$(MKi,(HK) more than the b»tal capital in- 
vesteil in tho domestic indiMtry in 1880 
and over twioo as much as was paid in 
wages.

Ol'T noTII II.NITKO STATES HK.N ATOMS. 

Speaker Barrett made a speech at tno 
Norfolk club dinner in Boston Saturday 
that ought to attract some little attention. 
Here it is: A subject which your presi- 
dent l;a8 mentioned is that of tho repub- 
lican party. 1 wish to speak of it from a 
republican standpoint. It strikes mo 
that thero are many republicans who are 
alarmed unnecessarily, and who have un- 
necessary forebodings of permanent 
Iiarm from tho defeat of last November. 
It is our duty as republicans, rather, to 
learn a lesson from that defeat. It may 
bo that wo spend too much time in con- 
sidering and discussing (piestions in 
which many of our people have apparent- 
ly no interest. Tho colored man is en- 
titled to some consideration. Tho Indian 
is an interesting subject in tho Sioux 
country. But in Massaoliu-ietts, judging 
from what wo hear and see, tho agitation 
concerning them is losing its interest. 
That mav or may not bo orthsdox repub- 
lican doctrine, but it is so from my stand- 
point. I have been in tho South as Clork 
of tho committee that investigated tho 
Copiah outrage. Throwing aside tho 
indignation which wo all feel at tho ro 
fusal to allow tho negro to vote, and at 
their determination to prevent even tho 
white man to vote the ro|)ublican ticket, 
wo know that,howevor wo may deprecate 
such a condition of affairs in tho South, a 
largo portion of our business men do not 
approve of any agitation which shall 
lead to commeroial differences between 
tho sections. 

What is it that is going to unite tho 
republican party in the North? The re- 
])ublican parly in the South, to all intents 
and purposes, is dead. Thero is no pros- 
pect of tho republican party there coming 
to the front until new issues are present- 
ed. One question uppermost in tho 

t uiblic mind to-day is the question of an 
loncst currency. But you cannot carry 
Nevada, Montana amd Nebraska against 
the jiassago of the free silver bill, as you 
can Massachusetts. The only question 
of radical and vital importance in tlie 
North at present is tho (piestion of edu- 
cation— the extension of our public 
schools — and 1 believe if the republican 
party takes up that question, it will strike 
the right chord of the public sentiment. 

The McKinley bill was not popular in 
tho hast election. Tho majority of the 
people in this state did not believe in it 
then, and do not believe in it now. We 
can well afford to lot the matter rest for 
the present. The change in public 
sentiment on that subject is going to 
come by lotting tho democrats go to 
such an extreme in the next Congress as 
to show that what they promised wjn 
not true, and that in reality they sought 
nothing other than free trade. 

We are split up, as a party, because wo 
aro not bringing to the front questions in 
which the people are interested; because 
wo continuo to stand on the i.ssues that 
were popular 20 or 2.7 years .ago, and are 
making those old issues paramount. 
What w’o need to do is to encourage a 
spirit of debate within the party. Let 
us keep republicaas within tho party 
fold, allowing them to hold their in- 
dividual opinions. To-day wo have no 
party unity, no party ideas, and no party 
symmetry. 

I claim tho right to say that tho re- 
publicans of this state are entitled to 
much more consideration than they re 
ceivo in regard to tho disposal of federal 
ofliccs. I am not voting the republican 
tickot in order to perpetuate democrats 
in federal ofUcos. Tho domicant spirit 
of the times is commercial. Things 
which atfect the prosperity of tho in- 
dividual are what people aio tho most 
interested in. We can got control of tho 
government to a full extent by proposing 
the extension of trade, reciprocity and 
commercial relations, both on this con- 
tinent and abroad. When, by apjiealing 
to these new* issues, wo aro restored to 
power, wo can attend to such other 
(piestions .as aro now in abeyance in the 
popular mind, and can bo trusted to 
solve them in accordance with republi- 
can doctrine. By taking up this com- 
mercial, vital, business question, wo 
shall interest tho whole people, and 
stand as tho party of living issues.

A NEW MOSES. 


Spoakdr Barrett’s nJtlross at the Nor- 
folk Club has created quite a sensation, 
on account of tlie exceeding plainness of 
his spe.akin^, and his prominence in the 
Republican party. The speaker of the 
Republican House, the editor of one of 
the Republican organs, or perhaps we 
should say two of them, and a loading 
member of the new state Republican 
club, comes out and advises the party to 
drop the McKinley bill and the Force 
bill, because the majority of the people 
do not believe in them, and to take up 
some question of “radical and vital i in ( 
portance,’’ .such as that of the extension 
of public schools. He further says “we 
are split up as a party because we are 
not bringing to the front questions in 
which the people are interested; because 
we continue to stand on the issues that 
were popular 20 or 2o years ago and are 
making these issues paramount.** 

Mr. Barrett’s perfect frankness is 
charming, but there are indications that 
it appals some of the older and stricter 
members of the party, who believe that 
it is better to bo right than to be success- 
ful, and that a party has a duty para, 
mount to that of merely seeking to find 
some issue on which it can win. 

Mr. Barrett further says, “To-day we 
have no party unity, no party ideas, and 
no party symmetry;’* he thinks we ought 
to get more federal offices, and says “I 
am not voting the Republican ticket in 
order to perpetuate Democrats in federal 
offices.*’ 

Mr. Barrett aspires for further honors, 
but such talk as this will get him the 
name of “the infant terrible’* of the 
party if he is not careful. To come out 
frankly and say that the party should 
pander to the commercial spirit of the 
time, and present no issue unless it is 
likely to be popular, is a balder way of 
stating things than the average politici.in 
would like to have made ]tublic. But as 
Mr. Darrett prints it in his own paper, he 
seems to have the courage of his convic- 
tions, and for this he sh )uld have credit. 

It is certainly the commercial view of 
politics, but we doubt if it was ever 
so baldly expressed, atlea.st in pu'olic. 

A good many politicians may talk as 
freely in private, but in public iliey as- 
sume greater virtue. The speech is 
given in full in another column, as it is 
of importance, representing as it does 
the views a certain class of party leaders 
lake of all things political. 

{Surely things political are in a very 
chaotic St ite w hen sncli views are gravely 
presented to a proiniiMMit club of Boston 
Itepub icaiis, and listened to without a 
]»rjtest. A parly should certainly repre- 
sent bumething more than a merr ambi- 
tion to win, and to enjoy the spoils of 
office, and we do not believe that Mr. 
Barrett’s statement of the case fairly 
lejiresents the party as it exists to-day, 
although in fairucbs to him it should 
be stated that he had three columns 
of explanation ol his sjieech in the 
Boston Traveller, in which he attempt- 
ed with more or less success to ex- 
plain aw iy the most d imaging portions 
of Ids speech, and to put things in a less 
inateri ilistic light. Still, as the original 

-.speech was printed in .Mr. Bairett’s own 
’paper, he probably ilid not see how ob- 
j“ciiuuablc his manner of stating things 
weic, until comments began ’ to be 
made upon it. Tlie Republican j»aity 
li.is still many le.iders who believe in 
principle, and have convictions which 
they will not droj» merely because they 
d<j not h tppen to he )>o]>nlar, and it is on 
r.neli leadeis as these that the future ol 
ihe p.iriy dejiends. Mr. Ban el', may 
represent one section of the party, but 
It is imt the largest seetion or the one 
which has most inlliience with Hie 
voters. 


FOR RKVIAI’E ONJ.V. 

The Mill'ird Journal does not dispute 
the ‘s asbertion that the only 

objection to I'uslinaster Corse is that he 
is a Demociat, but it evidently is of the 
opinion that that is objection enough. 
It says that “liis re-appoiiitineiit would 
bo the barde^t blow possible t > deal the 
Itepub'iean i)aity in this stale,’’ and that 
a parly that does not give the fat otlices 
to its own ineinbers ought to die, and 
a good deal more to the same elUct. 

We veiy much fear ttiat the Milford 
Journal is Itepublican fur revenue only, 
and we urge it lu make an earnest effort 
to reform, and to try to grope upward 
to th* iigio'i of swee’m* nd light, 
where the honest civil set vice refoimers 
dwell. Of course when a low slate of 
morals prevail, sinners have to be 
tempted to reform by the hojje of a re- 


ward, porsuniled to bo honest because it 
is the best policy, to bo temperate be- 
cause otherwise they would lose the 
respect of their neighbors, to bo a faith- 
ful Republican because In that way they 
might got a fat office. 

Bui when a higher state of morals and 
of clvilir.ation is reached, higher mptives 
should ho brought into play, and men 
are honest and temperate because to bo 
otherwise is wrong. They do right be- 
cause it is right-, they are Ropublicans 
hocauso they believe in the principles of 
that party, and they can not bo false to 
their convictions. They could no luoro 
be bribed with a “fat office’’ than they 
could with money, for one thing is just 
as immoral as the other. 

Wo beg of our contemporary to think 
seriously over those things, to cease 
skimming over the surface, and to give 
itself up to profound cogitation on the 
question of morality, both political and 
otherwise. It believes in the Ropublicaii 
party, and that it la the duty of every 
man to vote that party’s ticket. But 
will the re-appointment of Gen. Corse 
make any of the Rcpublicau principles 
less true and vital than they are to-day? 
Will it be any the less the duty of Ko- 
publicans to be true to their honest con- 
victions because one of their number has 
not been bribed with a lucrative office? 

If we once accept the doctrine that a 
man must be bribed to be a Republican 
what is to become of all but the few hun- 
dred Republicans who can got an office. 
The offices are few, and those who do not 
got an office ought to have something. 
It is unfair to reward only one in a thou- 
sand. The other 900 ought to have the 
equivalent of the official s.'ilary iu mooey, 
if this doctrine is true, aud to do this 
more McKinley bills would be necessary, 
and even then the country would bo 
bankrupted before half the voters wore 
paid. 

Our esteemed Milford contemporary 
should rub up his moral perceptious, 
learn to do right because his cousciencc 
bids him do it. and then he will appre- 
ciate the moral beauty of the civil ser- 
vice reform doctrine that ‘‘Virtue is its 
own reward,’’ both in politics and in the 
moral world. 

Only one man can be postmaster of 
Boston, and what difference does it make 
whether ho is a Rcpublicau or a Demo- 
crat, Protectiouist or Free Trader, Orth- 
odox or Baptist, Merchant or Doctor, 
so long as he is honest and efficient, and 
gives us a model postoffico. Senators 
Hoar and Dawes and Congressman Can- 
dler scorn to think that it pays to keep a 
good official when wo find him, and per- 
haps they had rather please the w’hole 
business section of Boston by recom- 
mending Gen. Corse, than to run the 
risk of making one half-friend and a liuu- 
dred bitter enemies by selecting some 
one out of many Republicans for the 
position.

Newton, for instunco, wo have a city 
govornmeut in wliich politics plays no 
part, but all parties join for the good of 
the city. In Boston, politics enters more 
or less into all departments of the city 
governnioiit, and that is one reason why 
Boston is so poorly governed. In the 
proposed mammoth Boston, the spoils 
would be such a great temptation that 
the condition of things would bo oven 
worse than it is to-day. 


THE FREE PASS DANGER. 


The movemeut to regulate the distri- 
bution iT free passes to members of the 
legislature has assumed greater strength 
than ever, this year, aud it is to be hoped 
thtt this .scandal may be done away 
with. Still, it will be a hard light, as 
the railroads find it a cheap way of 
making friends, and many members do 
not sej the impropriety of accepting 
favors from parties who are interested 
in legislation. 

Al a hearing before the joint judiciary 
committee. Wednesday, Senator (Jilmau, 
wlio has always been an opponent of the 
free pass system, appeared to urge legis- 
lation compelling the railroads to give 
passes, instead of giving them voluntarly 
as now. He said tliat it was not com- 
patible witli the dignity of the state to 
enter into a quasi-partnership, as it were, 
by allowing the voluntary contiibiition; 
and that, by the acceptance of such gifts, 
there is an itnidied obligation, without, 
however, charging that any member is 
corrupt or can be otlier than iiii- 
consciously intluenced. .Mr. Gilman 


The hearing on biennial elections 
showed the growing favor in which this 
reform is hold.and the prorainonco of the 
gentlemen advocating the change was 
especially noteworthy. Col. E. H. Has- 
kell of Newton Centre, who has long 
been one of the most ardent advocates 
of biennial oloctions, was present at the 
hearing and said that in the past ton 
years all the governors of the common- 
wealth except Gen. Butler had favored the 
change. Ho also read letters from ex- 
Governors Clafliu and Rice strongly 
favoring the proposed amendmout. Ho 
then reviewed the history of the pro- 
posed amendmout, declaring that not 
only this state, but elsewhere it had 
never been treated as a party question, 
but rather a matter of public policy. It 
had been taken up and passed'in Dem- 
ocratic as well ns Republican states. A 
much larger percentage of the vote is 
cast in states whore less frequent elec 
tious than aniinnl are held.

Judge Kennedy is earning public 
commendation by the very satisfactory 
mauner in which bo presides over the 
Newton police court. Justice seems to 
be administered with a very even hand, 
and with a leaning to the side of mercy, 
in the case of first ofTcuders, or those 
who seem likely to be led back into 
right paths by a mild sentence. . A police 
court official has an opportunity to do a 
great deal of good in the discharge of 
his duties, and can give advice and 
warning which will be listened to when 
no other person would have much in- 
tlueuce.

Assessiiieuts for Slrcct Watering. 

The committee on cities gave a bearing 
on tbo petition of llermon E. Hibbard, 
Mayor of Newton, Wedtiesday, that 
authority be granted to cities to collect 
assessments for watering streets by 
action nt law or by a lien upon the 
owners or occupants of abutting estates. 
Mr. W. S. Slocum, City Solicitor of New- 
ton, niaJo a general plea that the exist- 
ing legislation regarding the watering of 
streets was defective in that there was 
no power given by which municipalities 
can collect tbe ast,r snients made. He 
prc..entcd a bill made to cover the points 
indic..ted in the petition. Dr. Ira L. 
Moore of Boston objected to any sncli 
amendment of the pri out laws for tbe 
rca.-ou that it would be a burden upon 
the owners of vacant lots. He favored 
appropriations for watering streets, but 
thought the rights of owners of unim- 
proved property should he carefully 
guarded. 

Mr. W. F. Harhacli, a member of the 
hoard of aldermen of Newton, gave 
some explanation of the system of street 
watering wbieb is used in Newton, lie 
said that there were 14 carts employed 
by tbo city «>f Newton at a cost of $.50 
jier month; and it is expected that tliey 
will collect another $.50 from those who 
are beiielitted by tbo watering. This 
they find it next to impossible to do, and 
the result is a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion on tlicir part witli their remuocia- 
tioii. 

City Solicitor Wellman of Malden, was 
present in support of the petition, and 
spoke in favor of making tlie preposed 
legislation broad enongb to include the 
city of Malden in its action, the street 
c iinniissioneis there having the same 
powders in connoetion with street water- 
ing which is in tbe bands of tlie board of 
aldernion in Newton. The bearing was 
cl used.

Tuucliing the oiiforeomont at Boston of 
the clause in the license law which for- 
huls open bars the Boston Herald says:— 
'I'lie state temperance organizations 
are going to work to prevent any repeal 
or mudiHcation of the public bar chiuso 
of the liijuor law. Assuming this to 
mean that the sil-down drink is to bo de- 
fended as against the stand-uj) drink, it 
will bo cnciiiiibont on the tcniperance 
people to prove that the present order of 
things ill this city luomotes the cause of 
temperance or accomplishes aught hut 
annoyance.

; know how to Bkate, and there was a like 
i deficiency in tho lioys of tho sninn sot. 
Brothers and sisters a fow years advanced 
I were i>orfe<;tly at homo on tho ioe. This 
I is easily ot^countetl for. If tho warm 
winters of a few years past were to con- 
tinue ice skating would soon l>ecomo a 
lost art. Anotln*r fiudor in tho c^aso was 
the recent iirevalonce of roller skating, 
which crowded tho old«!r ami Ixdter sport 
out of fashion. Tho Springfield boys and 
girls of fifty years ago found g«x>d skat- 
ing at their very doors. Frost’s pond 
was just off Main street, back of tho pres- 
ent site of Brigham's stores and tho Sec- 
ond bank, and when tho meadow’s wore 
flooded, as was often tho cast*, the young- 
sters could skate from State street clear 
up to Cnrow hy climbing an occasional 
pair of burs. 

In those days the crack fancy skater 
of tho low’u was Emory Whipple, Iho 
novv veteran jow’eler. There were none 
of tho ingenious skates W’hich every boy 
has now. Tho runner or shoo cither had 
a groove along tho bottom or consisted 
of two parallel pieces of steel. The 
present narrow’ edge was unknown; tho 
toe ended in a fantastic curl, and the 
heel w’as held to tho boot heel by a spike, 
Tho skate w’as stKiurely bound to the 
foot wnth many windings of a strap. 
(Jetting one’s skates on was not the triv- 
ial matter that it is today. — Siuiugfield 
(Mass.) Homestead. 


Tlio Kago for Hot Milk. 

By the by. there has never been so 
much vogue given to milk as there is just 
now. In fact, there are hundreds of 
clnbmen who have never seen as much 
since they went from one bottle to an- 
other, You are a.sked to have a glass of 
hot milk, or a glass of hot vichy, just as 
you are asked to have a cup of tea, or 
some creme do meiithe. In a cut glass 
goblet, standing on a bright lined plate, 
the milk and vichy is particularly appe- 
tizing, and it is marvelous how’ much of 
it tho men drink. 

It is tho result of oflfering a simple 
drink in an attractive manner. Service 
in this world means so much, and really 
it seems to bo more appreciated by men 
than by women. A boiled potato and a 
piece of beefsteak on a hot plate, with a 
glittering silver fork and a bright steel 
knife, with the butter in a dainty little 
pat, and the bread in a smooth cut piece, 
wnth tho whitest of napery, is more ap- 
petizing than a dinner of twenty courses 
served in a careless fashion. — New York 
Cor. St. Louis Republic. 


The Shortage in ibe Food Crops. 

The magnitude of tho food supplies of 
a nation is not very easily conceived. 
We get an approximate idea in the im- 
ixirts of (ireat Britain. In 1889 no less 
than 58,000,000 bushels of wheat w’eut 
into British ports, and flour to the value 
of $^11,000,000 hiLS circulated in English 
bread iians. It is calculated that the 
shortage in w’heut in the crop of 1890 
will not be le.ss than 100,000,000 bn.shels. 
Potatol*8 ar ^ placed at tho same short- 
age. Fruits, vegetables and berries are 
credited w’ith a deficiency of 100,000,000 
bushels. Europe reports 233,000,000 
bushels lacking in tho average potato 
crops, and the wheat crops jus being 80,- 
000.000 bushels leas than the annual con- 
sumption. Should these figures bo but 
approximately true, they indicate a grav- 
ity in the situation that the coming year 
will very pertinently show. — Economist. 


'rfiiip<>raturo in the House;. 

It is strange how few iieople there are 
whose feelings are a criterion Jis to tho 
proper temperature of a room. No room 
in w’inter should be higher in temiHira- 
ture than 08 dogs. Fahrenheit. Yet a 
great many living rooms Jind, w’oree 
than this, sleeping rooms, are kept habit- 
ujilly at a inucli higher temperature. 
Many wnse iieoplo believe that the fre- 
quency of pneumonia and other danger- 
ous disejises of the lungs and breathing 
organs in winter may be directly traced 
to overheated houses and the sudden 
change expt^rienced in going from this 
high temperature into tho cold outer at- 
mosphere. It would bo better if w’e 
made more use of the thermometer in 
regulating tho heat of our house's, the- 
atres and lecture rooms. — New York 
Tribune. 

The .Story of » Deer. 

At Mehama, Ore., a few’ days ago, 
w’beii George Terrell's little daughU*r 
w’ent to tho pasture to drive up the 
cows, she found a pr. tty 2-year-old di^er 
feeding with them.

Evl 
dontly tho ties made cApitnl fuel, for 
tho flro was crackling merrily.

Of course the railroad would 
not venture to keep ties in idaco on tlio 
roa<llKid until they wero rotten. Tho 
Lisbmer has often seen ties burning on 
tho tracks near tho city, but never Ix'foro 
HO far within tho city itself, and actually 
within a short st^mo’s throw of tin* homes 
of the p(X)r iieoplo who wouM have been 
only too ghnl to relieve tho railroad cor- 
poration of every stick of their disnsod 
ties at an hour's notice. 

Did it over wcur to you, Messrs. Rail- 
road Superintendents or Directors, or 
whoever is responsible for this destruc- 
tion of good fuel, that your ohl ties would 
give at least a little warmth to a good 
many households that have had none, or 
next to none, through all this cruel 
weather? There would Ix) no n«*ed of 
advertising for jieople to come and take 
the ties; every laborer among tho num- 
ber who work at the task of destroying 
them must know families who would l>e 
glad enough to get them. Tho railroads 
could actually save money hy giving the 
wood away. — Boston Transcript. 


A VoBBol ill Two Parts. 

A vessel constructed on the shores of 
Lake Michigan was recently floated 
down to the sea in two sections. The 
course was through tho Welland canal, 
down Lake Ontario and on to Montreal, 
which was reached in eleven days. The 
after section of the ship, containing the 
machinery, had steam in one boiler and 
backed at the rate of seventy revolutions 
per minute, steaming stern first, whilo 
the forward section followed in charge 
of two tugs. Ou arriving at Montreal 
the two sections wero placed on grejised 
ways in a dry dock, and when the pjirts 
were closed in upon each oth«*r tho butts 
came together so closely that a knife 
blade could not bo inserted between tho 
plates. Tho re-riveting wjls accomplish- 
ed with facility in the ususil way, jind 
the veasel was floated out of the dock a 
complete hull, defying the eye of any ex- 
pert to tell where the junction had been 
made. — New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 


London’s Hiffli Death Hate. 

Not for a long period has tho dejith 
rate in London been so alarming as it 
was last week, when, ow’ing to tho fog 
and cold combined, it rejiched the high 
figure of 20 jwr 1,000. This is an iu- 
crejLse of 5 or 0 per 1,000 on tho returns 
for recent weeks, and how great the 
leap is may he judged from tho fact that 
in recent years the rate has averaged 
only about 19 per 1,000. The weather 
has chiefly jiffected those with weak 
lungs. The registrar general shows t hat 
deaths from diseiises of the respiratory 
orgjins incre.’ised hy nearly 300 during 
the week, jind reached tho unnsujil total 
of 753, or nearly 300 more than tho av- 
erage for this tiino of year. The mor- 
tality is not so great in London as in 
Preston, where the deiith rate has gone 
up in a week from 33.2 per 1.000 to 51.0. 
But tho averjigo for the great towns is 
only 25.1, and London is ou the wrong 
side of that figure. — London News. 


llaiidboiiio Shade Trees. 

Orange trees in full bejiring are as nu- 
merous as ordinary shade trees in the 
streets of some inland Florida cities and 
towns. It is a common sight just now 
to see tho sidewalks lined with trees well 
loaded with the golden fruit, which no- 
body takes the trouble to pluck. Tho 
oranges seem to be Jis largo and fine 
any which cuminaud $2 per box in the 
orchards. The real rejison whj’ the fruit 
is neglected is that most of it is sour and 
often bitter. Oranges which grow wild 
and which are not carefully cared for by 
a cultivator are jioor fruit, and Florida 
jieople don’t think it w’orth while to tjike 
them off tho trees. But no sight could 
be more attractive to northern eyes tlmn 
that of the public w’jilks shaded by tho 
deep green foliage of tho orange trei's, in 
which tho ripe fruit glistens like apples 
of gold. — New York Sun. 


The llallaay to Victoria Nyanza. 

Sir Francis do Winton writes homo 
that ho hopes by May next to have sixty 
miles of the jirojected raihvjty from 
Moinbassa to the Victoria Nyanza com- 
pleteil. Of course it is only a luirrow 
gauge railway, but it will iirovo of im- 
mense service in taking camvans quickly 
over the desert and waterle.ss coast re- 
gion. A road is also being made the 
whole way to tlie lake. Father Le Roy, 
a Roman Catholic missionary, in a letter 
written from Moiubas.sa, state.s that tho 
great drawback at Mombas.sa is the want 
of water. Wells have to 1x3 sunk to an 
enormous depth. — Pall Mall (Jazette.
